They  reached  this  decision 
this  afternoon  at  a  conference  In  the 
premier's  office,  when  the  political  elt- 
uatlon  was  thoroughly  canvassed.  Tlie 
bara  majority  of  sixteen  which  th«  gov- 
ernment received  last  night  In  a  vote 
of  confidence  In  the  chamber  of  deputies 
following  the  premier's  arraignment  by 
the  radical  Socialists,  Louis  Malvy  and 
Paul  Meunler,  was  a  sore  blow  to  the 
premier  and  his  aBSOclateis,  who  had 
been  sustained  many  times  In  previous 
crises  by  much  larger  votes.  In  the 
end  M.  Brland  said  he  was  "sick  of  It 
all."  The  only  reason  for  waiting  until 
Monday  to  present  their  resignations  to 
the  president  is  that  tha  ministers 
wish  to  show  their  respect  for  tha 
memory  of  their  late  colleague.  General 
Brun.  whoaa  funeral  will  take  place 
Monday. 

There  Is  much  uncertainty  tonight  f.a 
to  what  Will  happen— whether  President 
Falllerea,  after  taking  counsel  with  the 
leadars  of  the  parliamentary,  group  will 
a«k  U.  Brland  to  stay  in  power,  or 
whom  h«  will  Invite  to  form  a  new 
ministry.  Leon  Bourgoola.  formar 
mler  and  former  ml^later  ^i  tttJ^ 
'  fairs,  Raymond  Poliwar*.  **!«i«r  wMMt 
ter  of  tlnanea.  ThaopbUa  Deieaase,  for- 
mer foreign  minister,  and  former  pre- 
mier Emlle  Combes  are  among  those 
mentioned,  although  1«  is  understood  M. 
Delcasse  is  personally  not  liked  by  the 
president. 

Tha  decision  of  the  ministry  to  with- 
draw has  caused  an  enormous  political 
eens&tion.

WASHINGTON,  Feb.  25 — After  near- 
flve  hours  of  debate,  the  House 
shortly  before  10  o'clock  tonight  voted 
overwhelmingly  In  favor  of  fortifying 
the  Panama  canal,  and  appropriated 
|S,O00,OO0  to  begin  work,  the  total  ocst 
of  which  is  estimated  at  112,000,000.  The 
action  of  the  House  practically  settles 
the  question  of  fortification,  for  the 
sentiment  in  the  senate  Is  said  to  be 
more  than  JO  to  X  In  favor  of  protect- 
ing the  Isthmian  wat-srway.  The  real 
test  came  en  an  amendment  nroposed 
by  Representative  Tawney,  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  appropriations.  The 
amendment  provided  that  no  part  of  the 
moneys  set  aside  for  fortiflcations 
should  be  used  until  the  president  liad 
attempted  to  negotiate  treatlea  with  all 
the  leading  maritime  nations  guarantee- 
ing the  neutrality  and  International  pro- 
tection of  the  canal. 

Representative  Shirley  of  Kentucky, 
attacked  tfale  amendment,  and  warned 
members  that  It  had  been  Introduced 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  defeating  the 
appropriations. 

The  Tawney  amendment  then  was 
voted  down  by  130  to  SS.  A  motion  by 
K1|M)^  9t  Ohio,  to  strike  out  all  pro- 
vil|il(MHk>|{pr  the  fortlflcation  of  the  eanal 
wnaxJoat  by  «■  «ort*  «*-lU  to  Si.'' 

The  real  interest  In  tlte  debate  seem- 
ed to  centre  In  the  Tawney  amendment 
and  the  speeches  made  for  and  against 
It  by  Mr.  Tawney  and  Mr.  ghlHey.  Mr. 
Tawney,    a   stalwart   Republican,    looked 
to  the  Democratic  side  for  sympathy  and 
applause   and  received  both,  Mr.  Shirley, 
one    of    Ibe    Democratic    leaders    of    the 
House,  was  accorded  an  ovation  by  the 
Republican  members.   When  it  came  to 
voting,    tlie   Republleans    generally   sup- 
l>orted  the  fortlflcation  of  the  e»nal  and 
the  Democrats  opposed  it.  The  dedecllon 
of  abou|   twenty   Republicans   from    the 
general  policy  of  fortiflcations  was  off- 
set by  a  similar  deflection  on  the  part 
of  the  Democrat  side  In  favor  of  fortl- 
flcation.   The   fortlflcation    of   the   canal 
was  provided  for  in  the  sundry  civil  bill, 
but  was  ooneldered  In  the  House  prac- 
tically as  a  separate  measure  and  after 
all   the  other  features  of     the     sundry 
civil   bill   had    been   dispoied   of.   Repre- 
sentative Walter  I.   Smith  of  Iowa,   led 
off   the   debate   In   favor  of   fortlflcation 
and     waa     followed     by     Representative 
Kiefer,  who  ted  the  forces  opposed  to  the 
provision.  No  less  than  twenty  members 
spoke  from  five  to  twenty  minutes.  Mr 
Smith  waa  generally  regarded  aa  repro- 
sentlng   the  administration   In   the  flght 
for    fortlflcation.    He    cited    the   various 
treaties  on  the  subje<ft  of  a  ccnal. 

"I  am  here  to  Insist  that  we  have  the 
right  to  fortify  the  canal,"  he  said,  "tiiat 
tt  Is  more  than  a  right:  that  In  fact  we 
have  contracted  to  preserve  Its  neutral- 
ity and  to  protect,  it  against  blockade. 
This  makes  It  the  solemn  duty  of  this 
people  to  fortify'  the  entrance  to  the 
canal  as  securely  as, any  of  the  ports  of 
the  country." 

When  Mr.  Kiefer  had  concluded  his 
speech  against  fortlAcatlon,  he  made  a 
point  of  order  against  the  appropriation 
for  fortlflcation,  declaring  it  was  not 
justlflM  by  existing  law. 

Representative  Mann  of  Illlnola  was 
In  the  chair  and  overruled  the  point.  Mr. 
Mann  eald  that  ae  far  as  treaty  obliga- 
tions were  concerned,  the  United  States 
clearly  had  the  right  to  police  and  pro 
teot  the  canal  In  any  way  It  saw  flt.  Sev- 
eral Democrats  who  spoke  and  voted 
against  the  fortlflcation  said  they  were 
in  favor  of  fortifying  the  canal  after 
It  was  completed,  but-^ltey  did  not  think

OTTAWA.  Feb.  88.— "As  far  aa  the  re- 
olpfoctty  agreement  goes  It  has  the  com- 
plete approval  of  the  western  farmers, 
but  dissetlsfaction  Is  expressed  at  the 
amallnees  of  the  reduction  In  the  duty 
on  agricultural  implemeata" 

This  was  the  statement  of  James 
Bower,  president  of  the  Canadian  N»- 
tianal  Council  of  Agriculture  and  of  tl'^ 
UnUed  Farmers  of  Alberta,  ••-.o  is  in 
Ottawa  to  urge  the  government  to  grant 
in  full  the  demands  made  by  the  farm- 
ers' delegation  on  December  IB. 

"If,  howeviir."  said  Mr.  Bower,  "the 
contention  of  some  Is  correct,  that  the 
agreement  ia  but  the  flrst  step  toward 
breaking  down  the  whole  system  of  pro- 
tection, the  farmers  may  well  hall  it 
with  unduallfled  setlsfaction.  The  anti- 
reciprocity  speakers  are  absolutely  wrong 
I  as  to  how  it  would  affect  western  farm- 
ing conditions.  Take  barley,  for  instance, 
western  Canada  is  particularly  well 
adapted  t/>  growing  barley,  but  for  lack 
of  a  market  none  has  been  grown  ex- 
cept for  hunie  ooasumptiun 

"Now,  with  the  prospect  of  a  mar- 
ket we  could  engage  in  growing  the  crop 
which  is  most  suitable  to  our  conditions, 
and  with  an  outside  market  for  our 
stock  the  cattle  trade  would  receive  a 
wonderful  stimulus.

ST.  JOSEPH,  Mo.,  Feb.  25.— The 
balloon.  Miss  Sofia,  which  left  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  at  6.47  o'clock  Friday 
evening,  landed  on  a  form  near  Gower, 
Mo.,  thla  county,  at  5.15  o'clock  thla 
evening. 

The  balloon  was  In  charge  of  J.  E. 
Asaman  and  J.  M.  O'Reilly.  St.  Louis 
aeronauts,  and  they  were  tossed  about 
In  a  severe  snowstorm  for  ten  hours 
befure  landing.

The  translators  were 
ex|>res8ly  directed  to  make  no  margi- 
nal notes,  exc^t  to  explain  words  for 
which  there  were  no  Bugllsh  equiva- 
lent, or  to  give  the  vah'eof  numerals 
and  coins. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Revised 
Version  of  1870  is  a  much  more  ac- 
curate traniAation  than  that  of  King 
James;  but  it  has  never  caught  the 
public  fancy.  It  la  too  prosaic.  It 
has  not  those  features,  which  in  the 
older  translation  appeal  to  the  imagi- 
nation and  find  a  lodgment  in  the 
memory.  It  is  perhaps '  true  to  say 
that  no  other  book  has  been  so  wld.ely 
read  or  had  so  great  an  influence  upon 
the  lives  and  characters  of  people  atl 
the  King  James  version  of  the  Scrip- 
tures.

Fraulein  Pauline   Werner,  a  German 
suftrafflst  takes   the  ground  that  it   la 
as  much  a  woman's  duty  to  the  state 
to  conduct  the  affairs   of  a  household 
properly    as    It    is    that    of    a    man    to 
learn    to   defend    it   by    force   of   arms. 
In    Germany    every    man    Is    forced    to 
learn   to   be   a  soldier.      Let   his   future 
employment   or   profession    be   what    It 
may.  military  training  must  be  a  part 
of  the  education  of  his  early  manhood. 
The    result      has      been,    according      to 
Frankleln    Werner   that   her     country- 
men have  a  fine  physique  and  a  men- 
tal   alertness    which    distinguish    them 
from   the   men   of   nations   which   have 
not   compulsory    military    training. 

Similar  results,  she  believes,  would 
follow  among  women  it  the  daughters 
of  the  land  were  compelled  by  na- 
tional edict  to  undergo  a  comprehen- 
sive training  Ip  cooking,  sweeping, 
and  laundry  work.  If  every  woman  In 
Germany  were  a  competent  houfaewlle 
marriages  would,  so  Fraulein  Wer- 
ner thinks,  be  not  only  more  numerous 
but  happier. 

It  seems  strange  to  see  such  a  sys- 
tem       advocated      in      Germany,      the 
country    where    women   have,    until   re- 
cent years,    been   specially  .  noted     fQf 
their   domestic    virtues   and    their   skill 
In   housewifery.     It   is   perhaps,    incon- 
sistent that  a  woman  who  is  herself  a 
l)roduct  of  a  new  order  of  things  should 
advocate  the   doing    by    the     state      ot 
1  what    was    formerly    the    work    of    the 
individual    motheir     of     every      family. 
One     wonders     whether     these     state- 
trained  housewives   will   have   the   vir- 
tues   of    the    Fraulelns    brought    up    in 
the  old  simple  homely  way.     That  their 
knowledge   of   household    economy    will 
be  wider  and  their  skill  equally  great. 
It    is    easy    to    believe,    but    will,    their 
love  of  home,  of  husband  and  of  chil- 
dren be  as  deep  and  strong  as  among 
their  grandmothers? 

It  may  be  that  the  certainty  that  all 
wives  know  how  to  conduct  the  af- 
fairs of  a  household  would  have  an 
effect  In  inclining  bachelors  towards 
marriage,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  com- 
mon observation,  that  it  is  not  always 
the  girl  who  is  the  most  fitted  to  take 
charge  of  a  household  who  Is  chosen 
as   a   wife   In   any   community.

■    Contingent    Smaller    Thanl'| 
was  Expected  *""'^" 


Only  three  men  are  to  represent  the 
rifth  Regiment,  C.  G.  A.,  in  the  Cor- 
onation contingent  ot  717  which  1«  to 
croes  the  Atlantic  under  command  of 
Lieut.  Col.  McL,ean,  M.  P.,  according 
to  Information  received  yeoterday  by 
Ueut.  Col.  A.  W.  Currle,  \n  coijtimand 
of  tlie  local  artillery  regimont.  The 
arrangement  for  the  selection  of  the 
contingent  has  been  scarcely  fair  to 
the  artillerymen,  for,  although  infan- 
try regiments  with  companies  of  forty 
strong  ,  have  been  given  one  man  per 
company,  the  artillery  companies  with 
a  strength  of  114  men  are  given  but 
one.  The  MlUtla  Council  has  decided 
that  of  the  Garrison  artillery  but  one 
man  per  company  Is  to  be  sent.  The 
Engineers  are  best  provided  for.  Field 
companies  and  telegraph  detachmenta 
are  allotted  thr-ie  men  per  company. 
Of  cavalry  two  men  per  regiment  are 
to  be  sent.

A  ne- 
gro came  in  and  picked  up  food  from 
the  table.  The  men  at  the  table  rem- 
onstrated and  the  proprietor  ordered 
the  negro  out  and  forcibly  put  him 
out.  The  negro  returned,  and  one  of 
the  men  seated  said  to  look  out,  that 
the  black  had  a  raxor.  The  accused 
struck  the  negro  and  knocked  him 
out,  but  it  w«i»  luund  that  not  a  ra- 
zor but  a  stone  was  held  in  his  hand. 
The  proprietor  and  bartender  carried 
the  black  man  out  and^  this  was  all 
accused  knew  of  the  matter  till  next 
morning,  when  he  was  informed  the 
negro  *iiad  died  in  the  police  station.

Several  southbound  excursions  have 
been  run  out  of  Seattle  each  winter  to 
California  points,  but  It  was  not  until 
Thursday  that  northern  trattic  officials 
were  able  to  Interest  the  Southern  Pa- 
clllc  suHlciently  to  co-operate  on  a 
northbound  basis  and  reverse  the  tra- 
vel in  this  direction.

Your  Directors  have  much  pleasure  In  submitting,  for  your  con- 
sideration, the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Great  West  Permanent 
Loan  Company,  accompanied  by  the  Statement  of  Assets  and  Liabili- 
ties and  Profit  and  Lose  Account  for  the  year  ending  December  3l8t.

henslon  prevailed  that  our  Western  Provinces  would  suffer  to  a 
very  great  extent,  and  notwithstanding  the  increased  acreage  un- 
der cultivation,  the  average  yields  as  well  as  the  total  grain  pro- 
duction of  the  prairie  provinces,  would  be  much  lower  than  that 
of  former  years.

Notwlthstandl.ng  the  large  numbers  of  able-bodl«d  man  WBO 
found  their  way  into  Western  Canada  last  year  there  was  a  •re*'t 
scarcity  of  labor,  both  on  the  farm,  In  the  bush  and  In  railway 
construction,  and  even  at  this  time  of  year,  in  the  depth  of  WiRtar. 
reliable  Information  shows  that  the  demand  for  labor  ta  far  In  o«- 
ceas  of  the  supply.  As  a  direct  consequence  wages  iiave  bean  till' 
usually  high  throughout  the  entire  West. 

It  might  be  inferred  that  in  a  young-  and  trowing  coantiT. 
education  woi^  be  neglected  to  a  certain  extent,  but  it  la  vaihr 
gratifying  to  learn  that  much  active  Interest  and  devotion  lU  6m- 
pla»-ed  by  our  settlers  In  the  worthy  cause  of  education.  Thla  tiii-' 
doubt^ly  will  have  a  most  beneliclal  effect  on  the  growing  g«n«Mi- 
tion  and  on  the  country  at  large.

"We  confidently  expect  to  receive  a  large  ai.iount  of  money 
this  year  through  the  sale  of  our  Debentures,  an-.-this  this  bor- 
rowed Capital  costs  the  Company  only  4%  per  cent.,  you  can 
readily  see  that,  with  the  high  earning  of  the  Comnany's  inv^est- 
ments  In  Western  Canada,  our  profits  will  be  greatly  increased. 
With  such  Bright  prospects  for  the  future,  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  business  of  our  Company  for  1911  will  he  fully 
as    satisfactory    If,    indeed,    it    may    not    excel,    the    splendid    record 

"If  there  are  any  Items  in  the  Report  which  are  not  perfectly 
clear  to  the  Shareholders,  I  am  sure  that  the  Directors  will  con- 
sider It  a  privilege  to   deal  fully  with   any   Items   that   may   appear

"I  have  Mr.  President,  very  much  pleasure  In  seconding  the

The  Chairman  then  enquired  If  there  were  any  Stockholders 
present  who  wished  to  ask  any   questions  regarding   the   Report. 

Thereupon,  short  addresses  followed  by  Messrs,  N.  Bawlf,  b.  P. 
Clark.  A-  R.  Leonard,  and  H.  Sandlson, 

,  Mr.  N.  QawU  addressed  tJte  tneetjhg  as  fplloMfp:  , 

"Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: 

"With  such  lengthy  addresses  as  have  been  delivered  today, 
it  is  hardly  necessary  fpr  me  to  go  into  many  details. 

"Speaking  generally  of  the  Report.  1  feel  that  it  speaks,  for  it- 
self. With  such  a  comprehensive  Report  which  has  boen  submit- 
ted today  for  your  consideration,  showing  the  splendid  growth  of 
our  Company  during  the  past  year,  I  have  good  reason  to  believe 
that  the  Shareholders  are  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the  progress 
that  has  been   made. 

■"Referring  to  the  great  strides  made  by  our  Company  In  re- 
cent years,  it  is  almost  superfluous  for  me  to  add  many  remarks  to 
What  has  already  been  dwelt  upon  »o  fully,  but  It  might  be  In  order 


to  refer  tp  the  growth  of  thU  Company  aa  compared  with  aoitoe  o« 
the  Companies  which  have  been  in  operation  for  many  jroars. 

"After  eight  years'  business,  this  Conlpany  has,  with  but  two 
or  three  exceptions,  the  largest  amount  of  Subscribed  and  Paid-up 
Capital  and  Assets  of  any  of  our  Cartadian  Loan  Companle*.  ana 
when  you  consider  that  these  other  Loan  Companies  have  been 
doing  business  in  some  cases  from  26  to  50  years  and  upwards,  the 
record  of  your  Western  Company  Is  such  that  we  are  Justly  en- 
titled to  refer  to  Its  phenomenal  growth  with  a  feeling  of  enthus- 
iasm and  pride. 

"Our  Reserve  Fynd,  wlhch  has  Increased  steadily  year  by  year, 
now  amounts  to  nearly  $625,000.00,  and  therefore  compares  very 
favorably  with  the  Reserve  of  our  largest  loan  companies,  which 
have  r«QHlred  many  years  to  accumulate  their  Reserves. 

"In  connection  with  the  loaning  department  of  the  Company,  I 
may  say  that  your  Directors  exerrl-r  wory  precaution.  In  no 
case  do  thcv  i-ecommen<l  a  loan  for  more  than  45  or  60  per  cent,  of 
the  conservative  value  of  a  property.  Our  system  of  valuation  la 
a  complete  and  efBclent  one,  and  I  am  plear.ed  to  state  that  we 
have  In  our  valuators.  In  every  part  of  the  country,  able,  experi- 
enced and  practical  men.  thoroughly  conversant  with  their  respec- 
tive  districts. 

"It  is  Willi  pleasure  that  I  refer  to  the  unanimous  decision  of 
the  Board  in  considering  the  applications  for  loans.  While  each 
■Individual  member  naturally  has  his  own  opinion  as  to  the  char- 
icter  of  every  loan  submitted,  as  well  as  the  amount  which  would 
bo  safe  and  proper  to  advance,  yet  there  is  never  a  loan  passed  by 
the  Directors  without  the  unanimous  and  hearty  approval  of  all 
tlio  Directors  present 

"Allow  me  to  refer  to  the  margin  of  security  which  the  Com- 
pany has  In  respect  to  Us  mortgage  loans. 

"It  is  a  matter  of  generally  knowledge  that  the  values  of  prop- 
erty in  our  Western  Cities  and  Towns  have  increased  at  least  26  to 
.10  per  cent  In  recent  years,  so  that  with  the  50  per  cent  margin  of 
security  ^iiililch  existed  at  the  time  a  loan  wa.s  granted,  say,  three 
or  four  fij|irs  ago,  the  Companys'  security  on  these  loans  now  ap- 
proximates 100  per  cent,  and  this  does  not  include  tjie  margin  of 
security  which  Improves  annually  through  the  re-payment  ot 
piinolpa'... 

'A  few  words  in  connection  with  our  Debenture  Money.  This 
is  capital  which  we  secure  through  the  sale  of  our  Debentures,  and 
is  obtained  very  largely  In  Great  Britain.  As  th.i8  money  costs  the 
Companj  only  I  1-4  per  cent,  and  Is  thop  invested  at  a  much  higher 
rate  on  first  mortgages  on  improved  productive  real  estate  In 
Western   Canada,   we  have   a   splendid   margin   of   profit. 

"With  reirard  to  the  Bank  Overdraft,  which  appears  in  the 
Financial  Statement.  I  desire -to  state  that  the  policy  of  th«i  Com- 
pany in  having  an  Overdraft  at  the  Bank,  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
i.s  a  very  commondiible  one  for  the  following  reason:  During  the 
summer  months  and  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  the  active  building 
operations  create  a  tremendous  demand  for  money,  with  the  result 
that  a  loan  company  has  its  funds  very  fully  employed,  and  to- 
waid.s  the  close  of  the  year,  the  ComJDany  often  experiences  that 
the  demand  for  money  in  completing  the  many  houses  which  have 
been  under  construction  during  the  year,  is  greater  than  the  funds 
Immediately  at  its  disposal.  It  Is  then  that  the  Company  requires 
a  tomporarv  advance  from  It.-*  Bankers.  This  mon^y  borrowed 
from  the  Bank  is  repaid  during  the  winter  months,  when,  as  is 
weil  known,  there  i.s  verv  little  building  done:  especially  .10  does 
this  apply  to  our  Western  Provinces,  where  the  winters  are  usually 
long  and  severe.  During  these  winter  months  the  funds  of  the 
Company  accumulate  and  the  Overdraft  Is  gradually  reduced.  In 
the  meantime  however,  the  mon'  ^  represented  In  the  Overdraft 
Is  invested  In  First  Mortgages,  at  a  higher  rate  of  Interest  than 
that  charged  by  the  Bank,  and,  in  addition  to  thia  corrowed  capi- 
tal being  a  matter  of  great  convenience  to  the  Company  in  Its  busy 
loaning  season,  it  is  a  source  of  conflderable  profit  to  the  Company. 

"With  the  great  Influx  of  settlers  inir.  Western  Canada,  we 
naturally  expect  that  the  business  fiom  our  many  Branch  Offices 
and 'Agencies  will  continue  to  lncr:-'«e  ^  ery  rapidly  and  we  may 
reasonably  look  for  as  mueh  Increasi;  in  busli.ess  during  the  presCTtt 
year  as   we   experienced    In    1910.  . 

^  "It  is  hardly  neces.<!arv  for  me  t(»  .■?iate  that  your  Directors  take 
a  very  keen  and  active  Inlerest  In  the  -.velfare  of  this  Company, 
and  I  feel  that  vou  will  agree  with  me.  when  I  ^ay  that  they  fully 
appreciate  the  splendid  confidence  -vhlcii  you  have  placed  in  them, 
by  reelecting  them  year  after  year  to  direct  the  affairs  of  this 
growing  Company. 

"I  feel  that  I  have  now  spoken  at  sufficient  length,  and  as  thU 


la  a  naetinv  of  tha  8har«holder<i  of  the  Company,  I  am  su>-e  that 
the  Directors  will  be  very  pleased  to  have  home  of  the  Share 
holdars  present  expreaa  their  oplnlona  on  the  Financial  Report  aub- 
mitted    today." 

Mr.  A.  R.  Laonard  then  asked  the  Chairman  as  to  the  extent  of 
the  Debenture  Issue  which  had  already  been  authorized  -by  the 
Shareholdara. 

In  reply,  the  Chairman  stated  that,  at  a  previous  Annual 
Meeting,  the  Shareholders  passed  a  By-law  authorizing  the  crea- 
tion and  isaue  of  lebenturos  of  thj  Company,  under  the  provisions 
of  The  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  Company,  to  the  extent  of 
12.000,000.00. 

Mr  H.  SandlBon,  In  addressing  ,the  meeting,  stated  that  the 
Report  was  of  such  a  very  satisfactory  nature  that  no  one  could 
possibly  take  any  expectlon  to  It  or  make  anything  but  an  en- 
tirety favorable  comment.  He  further  remarked  that  ho  had  been 
a  Stockholder  of  tha  Company  since  Its  Inception  and  that  he  was 
very  pleased  to  state  that  the  financial  report  for  each  year  was 
so  much  batter  than  the  procedingr  year,  that  he  could  scarcely 
express  himself  as  to  the  high  opinion  he  held  of  the  Company  and 
its  general  management.  ,  ^,   ^       _^    .. 

He  expreased  himself  as  being  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the 
management  of  the  Company  and  was  confident  that  the  Directors 
would  do  all  In  thetr  power  to  advance  the  Company,  as  they  had 
so  creditably  done  In  previous  years. 

Mr.  S    P.  Clark    In  addressing  the  Meeting,  spoke  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Chairman  and  Directors — I  must  state  that,  as  rne  Re- 
port speaks  for  itself,  I  have  but  really  little  to  .say.  I  might  add, 
however,  that  I  consider  the  Comparty  Is  certainly  managed  in  a 
most  sucessfui  manner,  which  Is  splendid  evidence  that  the  Board 
of  Directors  Is  carefi^iUy  looking  after  the  Interests  of  the  Stock- 
holders. ,  .     ,.,  , 

"I  feel  confident  that  the  success  of  a  company  of  this  na!.yre 
depends  on  the  Hoard.  If  you  have  on  a  Board  of  Directors.  Yhen 
who  are  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  business  of  the  Company. 
Stockliolders  naturally  are  inspired  with  confidence,  and  for  my- 
self, I  am  pleased  to  aay  that  I  am  more  than  well  satisfied  with 
the  present  Board  of  Directors.  ^ 

"While  this  is  the  first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Company  at 
which  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend,  I  feel  It  my  duty  to  state 
that  I  am  exceedingly  well  pleased  with  the  full  explanations  that 
have  been  so  cheerfully  given  In  connection  with  the  Heport,  and, 
in  fact,  with  the  whole  proceedings  of  the  Meeting. 

"In  respect  to  the  Overdraft,  to  which  previous  reference  was 
made,  I  am  certainly  of  the  opinion  that  the  polity  of  the  Company 
In  this  connection  Is  very  buslness-Uke,  In  securing  additional 
capital  at  the  time  moat  required  in  the  loaning  season,  and  repay- 
ing it  from  the  funds  of  the  Company  as  they  accumulate  in  the 
winter   months.  ,   . 

'In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  my  sincere  wish 
Is  that  the  Company  may  have  tlie  same  splendid  success  in  the 
future  that  has  characterized  it  in  former  ycAra." 

Mr.'  10.  L.  Taylor,  the  Company's  Solicitor,  In  referring  to  the 
Company's  Securities  stated  that  every  possible  precaution  was 
taken,  not  only  in  the  selection  of  loans,  but  in  the  legal  work 
which  follows  the  passing  of  the  loans  by  the  Directors.  He  re- 
ferred to  the  large  financial  interests  which  the  Directors  and  Ad- 
visory Board  held  in  the  Company.  As  these  gentlemen  held'  over 
»175, 600.00  of  the  Capitol  Stock  of  the  Company,  a  most  natural 
conclusion  to  draw  was  that  In  protecting  the  interests  of  the 
Shareholders  at  large,  they  were  certainly  interested  to  a  con- 
ilderable  extent  in  their  own  large  personal  holdings  in  the 
Company. 

In  discussing  the  method  of  Investing  the  Company's  funds, 
Mr.  Taylor  spoke  as  follows: 

"We  have  only  two  methods  of  Investing  the  funds  of  the  Com- 
pany: In  the  first  Instance,  which  comprises  practically  all  the  in- 
vestments or  assets  of  the  Company,  we  invest  the  funds  on  the 
security  of  first  mortgages  on  Improved  productive  real  estate. 

■  "These  mortgages  rira  filed  in  the  Company's  vaults,  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  your  Auditors  to  check  over  every  Mortgage  .and  In- 
surance Policy  covering  the  same,  to  see  that  they  are  mii  m  t.ii» 
Company's  possession  and  In  strict  accordance  with  the  .\nnual 
Statement,  as  is  evidenced  in  the  Auditors'  Statement  In  the  Fin- 
ancial  Report. 

"With  nearly  all  of  our  funds  Invested  In  this  .safe  manner,  1 
feel  that  you  are  unanimous  with  me.  when  I  say  tbit  it  Is  a 
great  comfort  to  us  jiU  to  know  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  any 
loss   whatever   with    such    class   of   securities,   and   as   a   result    ,the

In  view  6i  the  observations  made  by  a 
certain  member  of  the  Provincial  House  last 
week,  I  will  again  give  the  examinations  for 
the  Ambulance  and  First  Aid  Proficiency 
Badge ;  also  that  for  the  Signalling  Badge.

^  carbolic  acid,   (b)   opium,   (c)   sirychnine? 

6.  Treat  .a' strain  01   bruise. 

7.  Give  general  rules  for  camps,  including 
procuring  of  water,  disposal  of  refuse,  care  of 
latrines,  etc. 

8.  How  car:  the  following  disca.ses  be  pre- 
vented:  (a)  consumption,  (z)  typhoid  fever, 
(c)  dysentery,  (d)  malaria? 

9.  Give  rules  for  the  care  of  the  teeth. 

10.  Wliat   are   the   dangers   of   smoking? 
IT.  Why    is   fresh    air   necessary?     Briefly 

tell  how  it  is  obtained  in  (a)  houses,  (b)  tents. 
12.   What   would  you  do  for  epileptic  fits? 


The  practical  part  of  the  examination  is 
most  searching  and  comprises  all  emergencies 
for  which  a  Scout  should  be  prepared.

The  tests  for  the  Signalling  Badge  arc  not 
quite  so  numerous  but  are  of  a  description 
which  will  enable  a  boy  to  signal  to  a  consid- 
erable distance.

KIPLING'S  ASSIGNMENT 


-One  day,  less  than  20  years  ago,  says  a 
correspondent  of  the  Advance,  when  I  went 
down  to  the  city  room  of  the  Chronicle  office 
in  San  Francisco — I  was  a  reporter  on  the  pa- 
per— I  noticed  sitting  over  in  a  corner,  with 
his  hands  thrust  a  bit  gloomily  into  the  pock- 
et.s  of  his  somewhat  shabby  sack  cOat,  a  little, 
bristly-haired  man,  with  a  pair  of  large,  but 
weak-looking  eyes,  masked  by  the  lenses  of 
an  enormous  pair  of  spectacles.  He  looked 
just  about  as  unhappy  as  a  new  reporter 
usually  looks  when  he  is  sitting  around  a 
city  room  waiting  for  his  first  assignment. 

The  Chronicle  had  a  pretty  big  city  staff 
tiien,  as  it  always  has  had,  and  the  city 
editor  called  the  reporters  up  in  turn  and 
handed  out  the  work.  He  had  a  growl  for 
each  of  them  about  the  stuff  they  had  in  the 
paper  that  morning.  The  stuff  was'  inade- 
quate, idiotic,   incomplete,  or  .•something. 

The  little  new  man  with  the  large  spec- 
tacles took  it  all  in  with  his  mouth  agape.  His 
turn  came  when  all  the  other  men  had  been 
provided  for.

Know  anything  about  crooked  financial  stuff?' 
the  city  editor  asked  the  new  man. 

'A  bit,'  replied  the  new  man. 

'Huh!'  commented  the  city  editor.  'Well, 
see  here.  Kippering — I  mean  Kipling — that's 
a  fake  mining  concern  doing  business  down  at 
this  address.  Trot  down  there  and  have  a 
talk  with  the  manager  of  the  fake  concern. 
Feel  him  out.  See  what  he  has  tb  say.  We're 
going  to  uncover  im.  Not  yet,  maybe,  but 
when  we've  got  him  cinched.'  Size  him  up. 
Get  his  idea.  Look  him  over.  Then  report 
back  to  me.' 

Well,  that  was  Kipling's  first  assignment 
on  the  Chronicle,  and  he  managed  it  fairly 
well. 

Kipling  was  on  the  Chronicle  for  about  five 
v^ecks.  AH  this  time  Kipling  had  in  his  pocket 
a  letter  to  the  managing  editor,  which  he  pre-, 
sented  One  day.  The  managing  editor  wts  a 
brusque,  busy  man.  'Want  to  write  stories 
for  the  Sunday,  eh?    What  kind  of  stories? 

'Well,'  replied  Kipling.  'I  know  a  lot  about 
army  life  in  India,  and-i-' 

The  managing  editor  laughed.  'Now, 
what  d'ye  suppose  the  people  of  California 
care  about  the  army  in  India?'  he  inqtiired, 
still  chuckling.  'Still,  I'll  look  at  your  stuflF. 
Got  any  of  the  stories  with  you?' 

Kipling  had  oue  of  the  stories  with  him, 
and  he  left  it.  Now,  don't  laugh.  But  d'ye 
know  what  that  story  was  that  KipHn"  left 
with  the  managing  editor  of  the  Chronicle 
that  time?  Why,  it  was  the  story— you'v* 
read  it  in  'Soldiers  Three'  about  a  thousand 
times,  I  prfiume— about  tht  ioneflomeness  of 
Private  Ortheris,  and  how  Private  Utilvan^y 
comforts  Orthesis  out  of  his  lonesomen«8« ; 
one  of  the  great  and  wonderftil  storiet  in  the 
Engfilk  lai^fuager  that's  all.

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Perched  like  a  consumptive  cherub  above 
the  Speaker's  head,  1  regard  the  House.  On 
the  Speaker's  right,  reserved  for  the  Minis- 
terialists, are  two  rows  of  desks  with  seduc- 
tively-padded armchairs.  These  are  admirably 
designed  for  a  statesmanlike  "snooze,"  as  one 
jaded  legislator  has  been  demonstrating  as  I 
write,  until  the  substantial  shadow  of  the  chief 
government  wrip  (H.  B.  Thomson)  falling  up- 
on him,  woke  the  bon.  member  from  his  slum- 
bers. I  think  of  how  such  slumber-seats  would 
have  gladdened  the  heart  and  rested  the  mind 
of  the  late  Duke  of  Devonshire ! 

These  desks  and  seats  are,  however,  emin- 
ently businesslike,  both  in  appearance  and  use. 
There  is  no  excuse^here  forlspreading  sheetls  of 
"impromptu"  speeches  over,  the  surrounding 
space  ;no  opportunity  for  raising  the  laugh 
that  one  could  not  raise  in  speech,  by  subsiding 
on  one's  silk  hat.  The  substantial  lids  of  the 
desks  suggest  that  in  a  parliamentary  "scene," 
they  would  become  effective  "weapons"  as  din- 
distributors.  Viewed  from  the  Press  Gallery, 
these  seats  have  but  one  disadvantage.  With 
the  occupants  sitting  towards  all  poiijts  of  the 
'Compass  (several  reading  newspapers!)  they 
give  the  Chamber  a  restless  and  ragged  appear- 
ance. Members  sit  or  sprawl  at  all  angles — 
betokening  business  and  boredom,  vigilance 
and  vacillation,  intense  interest  or  %cutc 
apathy. 

One  substantial  supporter  of  the  govern- 
ment— as  I  write — who  is  seated  some  way 
down  on  the  Speaker's  left,vis  filling  his  chair 
in  an  overlapping  way  that  is  quite  alarming. 
I  endeavor  to  make  a  "book"  (don't  tell  Mr. 
Mayor!)  with  my  colleague*^  of  the  "Fourth 
(Un-real)  Estate"  on  the  chances  of  the  hon. 
member's  he^d  coming  into  conflict  with  the 
marble  pillar  at  his  back. 

The  seats  on  each  side  of  the  Speaker  are 
ranged  down  the  House  in  two  rows.  On  the 
right-hand  (Ministerial)  benhces,  there  is  ac- 
commodation   for    eleven    members    in    front 


and  nine  behind.  On  the  left,  designed  by  a 
far-seeing  architect  for  the  use  of  an  Opposi- 
tion, are  a  similar  number  of  seats,  which- for 
some  occult  reason  are  arranged  with  twelve 
in  the  front  row  and  only  eight  behinU.  This 
gives  a  slight.— and  what  seems  an  unnecessary 
— lopsided  appearance  to  a  parliament -that  is 
notable  for  its  outward  grandeur  and 
its  inward  beauty.  The  Chamber  is  light 
and  lofty,  supported  at  the  sides  by  mag- 
nificent marble  pillars,  above  which  a  fine  airy 
and  well-lit  gallery  runs  entirely  round  the 
House.  The  cold  splendor  of  the  marble  walls 
is  relieved  by  warm  rich  crimson  hangings 
from  the  gallery  downwards. 

The  "Opposition"  benches  themselves  are 
filled  for  the  most  part  with  the  "surplus"  of 
the  government's  supporters. 

The  Opposition  itself  is  as  conservative  in 
numbers  as  it  is  liberal  in  sympathies.  The 
two  Socialist  members — both  "live"  and  able 
men— isit  on  the  immediate  left  of  the  Speaker 
in  the  place  usually  reserved  for  the  Opposi- 
tion leaders,  and  they  certainly  lead  in  oppo- 
sition !  Next  them  in  the  front  row  the  entire 
Liberal  party  is  grouped  artistically.  Its  lead- 
er is  Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster,  of  whose  head  the 
outward  poverty  of  covering  only  emphasizes 
the  inward  wealth  of  business  ability,  as  well 
as  of  high  political  courage  and  carefully  con- 
sidered criticism.  The  "rank  and  file"  of  his 
party  is  recruited  exclusively  from  Alberni. 
Adjoining  the  Liberal  party  are  some  of  the 
most  active  spirits  of  the  Conservative  minis- 
terialists. 

On  the  immediate  right  of  the  Speaker,  on 
,.the  Ministerial  benches,  sits  Attorney-General 
Bowser,  a  placid  Napoleon  of  the  legislature. 
How  like  in  type — and  yet  how  unlike  in  form 
— is  this  legal  lieutenant  to  the  Premier,  who 
sits  next  him !. 

On  the  other  side  of  Premier  McBride  re- 
poses the  dignified  figure  of  the  Finance  Min- 
ister.    One  of  the  kindest  and  shrewdcfst  of 


men,  the  Hon.  Price  Ellison  is  deservedly  one 
of  the  most  popular  and  respected  men  of  the 
Province,  in  or  out  of  the  House.  On  Mr.  El- 
lison's right  is  the  restless  and  arresting  per- 
sonality of  Mr.  McPhillips. 

But  wherever  the  stranger  looks,  his  eyes 
return  to  that  striking  figure  that  sits  be- 
tween the  Attorney-General  and  the  Minister 
of  Finance  and  Agriculture.  "Dick"  Mc- 
Bride— as  our  young  Premier  is  affectionately 
called  by  friend  and  "foe" — is  a  diplomatic 
Demosthenes.  Silver-haired  and  silver- 
tongues,  the  Premier  is  "sauv(e)iter  in  modo." 

Thinking  of  strength,  one  instinctively 
turns  to  the  herculean  figure  farther  down  the 
"front  bench"  of  the  chief  government  whip— 
the  popular  "H.  B.  T."  Here  is  a  man  to  be 
reckoned  with — a  square  rock  of  a  man,  with 
no  jelly  in  him.  Planted  firmly  on  his  feet, 
there  is  that  behind  his  keen  eyes  which  com- 
pels respect. 

In  appearance  at  least,  the  Executive  of 
British  Columbia  is  a  catholic  council.  Take 
the  trio  of  ministers  in  the  second  row  (sit- 
ting behind  the  Premier  and  his  othep  col- 
leagues). Each  is  a  treasure-house  to  the 
psychologist,  and— with  all  respect,  let  me  add 
—would  be  a  joy  to  Max  ,Beerbohm  or  any 
other  cartoonist.  Three  more  dissimilar  types 
of  sound  and  able  men  than  the  Hon.  Dr.  H. 
Esson  Young,  the  Hon.  Thomas  TaylOr  and 
the  Hon.  William  Ross,  it  would  be  hard  to 
conceive.  The  Premier's  first  lieutenant— tile 
Provincial  Secretary— is  a  typical  scientist  and 
scholar,  whose  commanding  ability  can  be  seen 
by  the  spectator  as  plainly  as  it  is  felt  in  the 
Cabinet.  The  Minister  of  Public  Works  looks 
overworked — and  habituall-  does  so.  The 
First  Commissioner  of  Lands  is  a  glowing 
type  of  the  virile  young  Province,  whose  des- 
tinies rest,  to  some  extent,  upon  his  broad 
shoulders.  The  keynotes  of  these  three  min- 
isters at  first  sight  seem  profundity,  o^tience, 
and  power.

HOW  THE   FICKLE   AIR  TRICKS  THE 
AIRMAN  -^ 

Airmanship  is  a  more  difficult  acquisition 
than  seamanship — .so  we  are  told  by  Charles 
G.  Grey,  editor  of  Aero,  writing  in  The  Sun- 
day Magazine  (Jan.^  8),  Mr.  Grey's  descrip- 
tion of  the  troubles  of  the  avialur,  the  skill 
he  needs,  and  the  obstacles  with  which  he  has 
to  contend  is  especially  illuminating  in  view 
of  the  continued  serious,  accidents  in  aviation. 
In  the  first  place,  the  medium  through  which 
the  airman  must  glide  is  not  homogeneous, 
as  water  is.  That  is  disturbed  on  its  surface, 
making  the  tossing  billows  that  vex  the  sailor, 
but  the  air  is  tossed  and  troubled  all  the  way 
through,  down  and  up.  A  wind,  Mr.  Grey 
tells  us,  is  hardly  ever  a  steady,  even  current 
of  air;  but  is  generally  made  up  of  a  series  of 
gusts  which,  to  the  man  who  is  flying,  act 
much  the  same  as  do  the  waves  at  sea*  to  a 
small  boat.     He  goes  on: 

"The  flying  man  is  far  worse  off  than  the 
sailor ;  for  one  can  always  see  a  wave  of  water 
coming,  and  handle  the  boat  accordingly, 
whereas 'with  an  air-wave  one  cannot  tell,  till 
it  has  struck  the  machine,  just  when  it 'is 
coming,  or  how  big  and  strong  it  is  going  to 
ber'  It  is  one  of  the  troubles  ut  flying  men 
that  the  people  who  come  to  see  them  fly  do 
not  know  about  these  wind  waves,  and  so 
expect  them  to  fly  in  weather  that  is  'really 
dangerous,  although  it  may  appear  fine. 

"On  a  great  open  plain,  miles  and  miles 
wide,  such  as  that  over  which  the  aviation 
meetings  at  Reims  are  held,  there  is  nothing 
to  interfere  with  the  wind,  and  consequently 
it  blows  steadily,  with  hardly  any  gusts  or 
waves.  It  is  then  possible  to  fly  in  quite 
strong  winds.  On  the  other  hand,  on  a  small 
ground,  or  where  there  are  hills  and  banks 
and  trees  all  round,  the  wind,  even  when 
blowing  comparatively  gently,  comes  in  dan- 
gerous waves,  swirls,  and  eddies,  just  like  the 
eddies  and  whirlpools  in  a  stream  that  has 
rocks  or  other  obstructions  to  impede  the  flow 
of  water. 

"Now,  to  understand  properly  the  effects 
of  these  waves  on  aeroplane  it  is  necessary 
first  to  iinderstand  that  the  machine  is  held 
in  the  air  because  the  pace  at  which  it  is 
driven  by  its  propeller  produces  pressure  un- 
der its  wings,  or  planei^,  ana  this  pressure 
lifts  it  up.  If  it  is  driven  faster,  it  t  makes 
greater  pressure,  and  naturally  it  lifts  higher. 
If  it  is  driven  slower,  it  makes  less  pressure, 
and  then  it  falls. 

"It  is  easy  to  understand  that  such  V  hfsavy 
thing  as  an  aeroplane  will  not  change  its 
speed  very  quickly.  Even  a  light  monoplane 
will  weigh  400  to  500  j>otind«,  and  one  of  Hic 
big  bijpianea  may  weigh  anything  between 
800  pbuilds  and  a  tpn,  atld  of  course  when  ihiy 
are  flying  they  have  great  momenttttn. 
Therefore,  auppoae  a  nui^hine  to  be  ^yiilig  at 
a  apeed  of  35  miles  an  hour  over  the  g#ouml 
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'quently,  the  pressure  on  the  wings  is  increased 
and  the  machine  promptly  rises. 

"But  consider  the  effect  of  opposite  condi- 
tions. -Suppose  the  machine  had  slowed  down 
in  relation  to  the  earth,  so  as  to  get  to  its 
proper  flying  speed  in  relation  to  ^hat  gust  of 
wind.  Presently  it  gets  right  through  the 
gust  and  into  the  lull  the  other  side,  just  as  a 
boat  will  ride  over  a  wave  and  fall  into  the 
trough  between  the  waves.  This  time  the 
effect  is  that  it  is  flying  (00  slowly  for  the 
patch  of  slow  wind  that  follows  the  gust,  and 
consequently  the  pressure  under  the  planes  is 
decreased,  and  the  machine  urojis  till  it  either 
hits  the  ground  (when  it  may  or  may  not  be 
broken,  according  to  the  pilot's  skill  in  land- 
ing), or  else  picks  up  its  speed  again,  and  pro- 
duces the  necessary  pressure. 

"The  sudden  drop  is  most  di^sconcerting, 
and  is  the  cause  of  many  accidelits,  especially 
to  those  who  are  comparative  novices  as  avia- 
tors, and  so  do  not  fly  high  enough  to  leave 
room  for  a  sudden  drop  of  this  sort.  This  is 
what  is  known  to  aviators  as  'falling  into  a 
pocket,'  or  into  'a  hole  in  the  wind.' " 

The  speed  of  a  machine  through  the  air 
Mr.  Grey  goes  on  to  explain,  has  little  to  do 
with  its  speed  over  the  ground.  If  the  air  is 
moving,  the  machine  still  flies  at  the.  same 
speed  through  the  air,  but  its  speed  over  the 
ground  is  quite  dJflferent.  A  flying-machine 
that  flies  40  miles  an  hour  in  still  air  will 
travel  only  about  20  miles  an  hour  over  the 
ground  if  it  is  flying  against  *  jxy-mih  wind, 
and  will  travel  60  miles  an  hour  ever  the" 
ground  if  flying  with  a  20-raile  wind: 

"No^  consider  the  case  of  a  machine  flying 
with  the  wind  if  that  wind  is  gusty.  Suppose 
the  machine  to  be  flying  40  miles  an  hour  and 
to  be  in  a  gust  traveling  at  20  miles,  the  m?i- 
chine  will  then  be  doing  60  miles  an  hour,  and 
presently  it  will  fly  through  the  gust  into 
slower  air  traveling  at,  let  us  say,  10  miles  an 
hour.  What  "happens?  The  machine  is  doing 
60  and  the  wind  is  doing  only  10;  so  the  ma- 
chine is  going  So  miles  an  hour  faster  than 
the  air  when  it  ought  to  be  going  only  40. 
Consequently,  the  pressure  under  the  planes 
increases,  and  the  machine  rises  suddenly,  till 
the  rush  of  the  extra  momentum  is  expended, 
and  then  it  settles  down  to  its  proper  speed 
of  40  miles  an  hour  through  the  wind,  plus 
the  lo-mile  wind  speed,  and  is  gping  50. 

"Then  the  machine  runs  through  the  slow 
wind  and  overtakes  awfithcr  patch  of  wind 
traveling^t,  say  20  miles  an  hour.  This  time 
the  machine  is  doing  50  an  hour,  and  only  30 
an  hour  more  than  the  wind,  which  is  not 
enough  to  keep  it  in  the  air ;  so  the  whole  ma- 
chine falls  till  the  force  of  the  propellers  has 
picked  up  the  extra  10  miles  an  hour  needed 
to  make  the  proper  40  miles  flying  speed,  and 
by  that  time  Will  he  going  60  miles  an  hour 
over  the  ground  again. 

"Another  Important  thing  to  understand 
is  the  effect  of  different  kinds  of  ground  on 
the  wind.  A  wind  blowing  against  a  hillside 
is  te>tiild  to  hle>vr  up  it,  and  the  Vrihd  next  the 
ground  will  be  cOitipressed  by  tJie  other  wind 
blowing  on  it,  ao  that  when  it  geis  tb  the  top 
of  iht  hill  it  will  tutpmd,  mi  iome  of  It  wHI 
blow  level  along  the  tofi'  g^d  aonif  of  it  will 
cOtttfttue^  to  rise.   An  aaroblaiMb'^bte  off  tlie

flying  jnto  such  a  wind  might  well  be  caught 
in  ^he  'curlover'  and  dashed  to  the  ground; 
but  if  it  got  as  far  as  the  edge  it  would  be  lift- 
el  by  the  up  draft. 

"Downward  drafts  also  occur,  and  these  are 
dangerous  to  aeroplanes,  because  if  the  wind 
is  blowing  on  top  of  the  wings  it  is,  of  course, 
difficult  to  catch  enough  uniplweath  the 
wings  to  give  the  necessary  lift.  Only,  high 
speed  and  a  powerful  engine  would  make  ,;ft 
possible.  The  commonest  kind  of  down  draft 
is  formed  when  a  wind  blowing  over  thp  top 
of  a  hill  finds  the  air  in  the  valley  at  less  pres- 
sure than  itself,  and  consequently,  being 
squeezed  by  the  wind  behind  it,  it  spreads  it- 
self down  into  the  valley. 

"A  less  common  kind  of  wind  is  met  with 
when  a  cold  wind  over  the  sea  descends  to  a 
cliff  edge  to  replace  air  that  is  being  sucked 
away  to  fill  the  place  of  hot  air  ascending  from 
the  heated  earth  farther  inland.  This  is  the 
phenomenon  that  causes  sea  breezes  and  land 
breezes  alternately  at  different  times  of  day.

SCOTTISH  HISTORY 


The'j^urse  purs^ii  by  J^^amcs  VI.  softer  this 
death  d:  his  mother  can:  scarcely  tk:  called 
hcroie,  and  yet  It  is  nbt  difficult  to  assign  good 
reasons  why  he  could  not  do  otherwise  than 
he  did.  He  had  not  seen  her  since  his  infancy, 
and  in  every  respect,  except  that  «he  was  his 
mother,  she  was  a  stranger.  He  was  an  ar- 
dent and  disputatious  Protestant,  she  a»i  in- 
flexible Roman  Catholic.  She  never  acknowl- 
edged his  right  to  the  Crown  of  Scotland  dur- 
ing her  lifetime.  The  plots,  in  which  she  was 
inplicated,  or  of  which  she  was  made  the  vic- 
tim, were  directed  as  much  against  his  throne 
as  against  that  of  Elizabeth.  He  had  never 
thought  of  her  except  as  one  whose  life  might 
at  any  time  pay  the  penalty  of  real  or  imagined 
offences.  When  we  consider  these  things, 
and  think  of  the  spirit  of  the  times  in  which 
he  lived,  we  feel  no  surprise  that  James  did 
not  immediately  enter  upon  plans  of  revenge. 
Personally,  he  was  not  one  to  resort  to  arms, 
if  there  was  any  other  way  of  solving  a  diffi- 
culty,, and  reasons  of  state  combined  with  his 
own  peaceful  desires  to  keep  him  from  a  resort 
to  arms.  Scotland  would  have  been  no  match 
for  England  in  those  dayi^  even  if  her  people 
had  been  united,  which  they  were  not;  for  re- 
ligious dis.sensjon  racked  the  kingdom,  and  it 
,^  is  doubtful  if  James  could  have  secured  the 
support  of  the  Catholic  earls,  chief  of  whom 
were  Huntley.  Arran  and  Errol,  who  doubt- 
less, if  he  had  become  embroiled  witli  Eng- 
land, would  have  seized  the  opportunity  to 
invite  Spain  to  intervene  in  Scottish  affairs 
and  remove  the  Crown  from  the  head  of  the 
Protestant  King.  Moreover,  James  may  have 
argued  that  it  would  have  done  his  dead 
mother  no  good  to  cause  the  sacrifice  of  thou- 
sands of  lives  in  a  contest  the  end  of  which 
could  only  have  been  disaster. 

The   affairs   of    Scotland    were    in    a   very 
serious  condition.     Not  only  were  the   Cath- 
olic  earls   a   constant    source   of    disturbance, 
but  for  the  lack  of  a  strong  hand  at  the  head 
of  affairs,  private  wars  became  common,  and 
the  whole -country  was  kept  in  a  state  of  con- 
fusion.   It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  conditions 
such  as  existed  in  Scotland  during  the  reig^n  of 
James  could  have  been  possible,  only  a  little 
more  than  three  hundred  years  ago.     Private 
wars,  carried  on  with  all  the  formality  of  na- 
tional conflicts,  were  followed  by  cold-blooded 
murder.     There  was  only  one  period  of  gen- 
eral peace,  and  that  was  during  the  six  months 
that  James  was  absent  in  Denmark,  where  he 
had  gOne  to  marry  Anne,  second  daughter  of 
the 'King  of  that   country.     It   had  been  in- 
tended that  Anne  should  come  to  Scotland  for 
the  niiptials,  but  her  ship,  being  driven  back 
by  a  storm.  James,  with   a  vigor    that    was 
unusual  to  him,  embarked  for  Denmark,  where 
he  remained  for  the  period   mentioned.     The 
proclamation,  which  he  addressed  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Scotland  on  the  eve  of  his  departure,  is 
among  the  curiosities  of  politics.     It  is  made 
,  up  chiefly  of  arguments  to  show  that  he  him- 
self was  responsible  for  his  own  wooing  and 
his   journey   to    Denmark,    and    in    it   he   en- 
deavors' to   prevent '  his   chancellor,    the    Earl 
,  of   Bothwell,   being   held    responsible   for   his 
course.     The  proclamation   clased  with   these 
'words:     "These  truths  I  speak  on  behalf  of 
,the  chancellor,   a;3  aLso  for   my  own   honor's 
sake,  that  I  may  not  be  unjustly  slandered  as 
,an  absolute  ass,  who  can  do  nothing  of  his 
own  motive."     The  marriage  proved  not  un- 
'  happy  as  a  whole,  although  a  "queen's  party" 
arose,  which  a^  tijnes  was  productive  of  some 
discord. 

The  course  pursued  by  the  Catholic  earls 
threatened  at  one  time  to  deluge  the  kingdom 
in  blood,  but  the  King  exhibited  a  good  deal 
"^of  sound  judgment,  and  was  able  to  steer  the 
nation    through    the    very  grave    difficulties 
,  with  which  it  was  beset.    It  is  not  very  easy  to 
form  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  character  of 
.'James,  but  if  his  ability  is  to  be  iudged  by  the 
result  of  his  policy,  it  must  be  conceded  to 
;tiave  been  fully  equal  to  the  exceedingly  dif- 
*iicuh  circumstances  with  which  he  was  sur- 
rounded.    He   never  by  any   possibility  pre- 
sented an  heroic  figure,  and  on  more  than  one 
i:)Ccasion    displayed     cowardice,   but     he   was 
^ble  at  a  time,  when  religious  fanaticism  add- 
fd   fuel   \o  the   fires  of   personal    enmity,   to 
>  ^jKtntain  his  throne  until  the  time  came  for 
liini  to  ascend  that  of  England. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  any  more  striking 
itittitratiou  of  the  irony  of  events  than  the  ac- 
laeiM^ion  of  James  to  the  throne  of  England  as 
,  ft  Mtccessor  to  Elizabeth.     That  Queen  had 
I  ij^lN^e  all  that  lay  in  her  power  to  prevent  such 
at  fesult.

THE  LEGEND  OF  GLOOSCAP 


The  Milicite  Indians  of  Eastern  Can.xda 
have  an  interesting  legend.  It  is  to  the  effect 
that  a  great  Beaver  built  a  dam  across  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  John  River  in  New  Bruns- 
wick and  thereby  caused  the  whole  vail  y  to 
be  covered  with  water,  greatly  to  the  distress 
of  the  people,  for  all  their  cornfields  were  de- 
stroyed. After  they  had  suflfdrdd  for  a  long 
time,  a  deliverer  appeared.  His  name  was 
Glooscap,  and  he  was  of  divine  origin.  He 
pulled  down  the  dam,  releasing  the  imprisoned 
waters  and  restoring  the  land  to  its  former 
happy  condition.  This  story  is  yet  cherished 
by  the  Indians,  although  it  is  only  with  dif- 
ficulty that  they  can  be  induced  to  tell  .it  to 
white  people.  It  is.  one  of  many  legends.  The 
legend  of  Hiawatha  is  not  very  dissimilar.  In 
a  recent  issue  of  the  New  York  Herald  there 
was  an  interview  between  a  missionary  and 
a  well-informed  Indian,  in  which  the  latter  de- 
clared his  readiness  to  accept  Christianity 
because  the  idea  of  a  divine  saviour  for  hu- 
manity was  one  alvVays  held  by  his  tribe.  Very 
many  other  instances  could  be  cited  showing 
that  the  expectation  of  a  deliverer  is  common 
to  mankind  in  so  many  parts  of  the  world, 
that  it  may  almost  be  said  to  be  universal. 
One  interesting  example  is  that  reported  some 
y^ars  ago  by  a  person  who  had  become  well 
acquainted  with  the  tribes  of  the  Niger  coun- 
try.    He  said  He  found  them  in  possession  of 


that  mysterious  faculty  which  directs  the  an- 
nual migration  of  birds.  There  seems  to  be 
that  within  mankind  that  looks  for  a  redeemer. 
In  these  materialistic  days  we  may  ignore  it -if 
we  choose,  but  a  thing  cannot  be  got  rid  of 
by  merely  denying  its  existence.  If  we  could 
give  a  man  of  science  a  feather  from  another 
planet,  he  would  be  able  to  demonstrate  from 
it  that  there  is  air  upon  that  planet,  not  by  an 
argument  from  analogy  merely,  but  by  direct 
reasoning,  So  likewise  if  he  could  be  given 
a  fin,  taken  from  the  "canals"  of  Mars,  he 
could  prove  that  there  is  water  in  the  canals. 
J>  was  bv  this  process  of  argument  that  Dr. 
To.seph  C->ok  sought  to  demonstrate  that  ^ 
itiiure  life  is  something  more  than  a  myth. 
The  experience  of  each  of  us  tells  us  that  we 
cknnot  imagine  anything  that  is  wholly  new. 
The  wildest  flights  of  faiicy  simply  call  up 
pictures  that  are  exaggerations  or  distortions 
of  ili-'r^'.  of  which  we  know.  So  we  may  argue 
that  mankinil  never  would  have  expected "  a 
Redeemer,  if  bis  very  nature  did  not  demand 
one,  and  if  the  nature  of  mankind  universally 
den  landed  a  Redeemer,  we  may  reaso|iably 
infer  that  that  in  due  course  one  would  ap- 
pear. Following  the  thought  a  little  further, 
may  we  ikh  conclude  that  the  redemption 
means  tie  emancipation  of  mankind  from  the 
trammels  of  physical  conditions,  which .  we 
share  equally  with  the  brute  creation?  To 
us  a  spiritual  life  is  possible,  if  we  choose  to 
enjoy  it.

10,000  feet  in  altitude.  There  are  several  fine 
rivers,'two  of  theyie  being  over  500  mile«  long. 
Sumatra  is  highly  fertile  and  has  many  rich 
deposits  of  minerals.  The  Dutch  are  the 
nominal  rulers  of  the  island,  which  hasr « a 
population  of  about  4,000,000. 

Java  has  an  area  of  about  50,000  square 
miles.  It  is  very  mountainous  and  it«  struc- 
ture is  volcanic.  Java  is  fertile  and  as  it  has 
a  climate  varying  from  equatorial  heat  at  the 
sea-level  to  the  freezing  poin,t  on  the  highest 
elevations  it  is  capable  of  producing  vegeta- 
tion of  all  kinds.  Java  is  one  of  the  most 
densely  populated  countries  in  the  world,  the 
census  of  igioo  giving  the  number  of  the  in- 
habitants at  28,745,698,  composed  chiefly  of 
two  races,  the  Japanese  and-  the  Sundese, 
both  of  whom  seem  to  have  come  from  the 
same  parent  Malazan  stock.  They  are  some-^ 
what  smaller  than  Europeans  and  have  made 
very  considerable  advance  in  a  civilization 
peculiar  in  some  respects  to  themselves. 

Luzon  and  Mindanao  are  of  the  Philippine 
group.  The  former  has  an  area  of  43,000 
sqijare  miles;  the  latter  rather  more  than  45,- 
000.  They  are  both  mountains  but  very  fer- 
tile. Mindanao  has  a  poj^ulation  of  490,000; 
Luz.on  has  3,727,488  inhabitants.  The  total 
population  of  the  Philippines  is  put  at  6,975,000 
and  the  total  area  of  the  group  at  about  128,- 
000  square  miles. 

The  Celebes  is  a  very  irregular  island,  con- 
sisting of  four  peninsulas,  having  an  -jrea  of 
71,000  square  miles.  It  is  one  oi  the  m<ist  de- 
lightful island  in  the  wortil.  lis  vfJl  is  fertile; 
its   climate    is   tempered   hy   sea    breezes   and

So  the 
little  lad  was  exposed  on  Mount  Ida  in  the  hope 
that  the  elements  might  make  away  with  him. 
The  gods  in  their  kindness  watched  over  the 
child  and  kept  his  body  Warm  and  fed  him  w^th 
heavenly  foods,  so  that  instead  of  dyinjf  he 
grew  daily  in  strength  and  beauty. 

One  day  while  Pans  was  tending  his  flocks 
on  the  hillside  three  goddesses  cam«  to  faini 
Hera,  Athene  and  Aphrodite  (or  Venua<)  and 
bade  the  youth  declare  to  them  which  of  them 
was  most  beautiful.  Paris  gave  judgment  in 
favor  of  Aphrodite,  who,  delighted  at  her 
triumph  over  her  rivals  promised  him  Helen, 
fairest  of  living  women  as  his  wife. 

No  difference  at  all  it  made  to  this  god- 
dess that  Helen  was  a  happy  wife  and  mother 
and  dwelling  in  all  contentment  and  purity 
with  a  faithfuK  husband  many  miles  away. 
She  built  ships  for  Paris  and  manned  them ; 
she  caused  favorable  winds  to  blow ;  when  her

f  he  Story  of  Hden 

The  name  of  the  fair  Helen  of  Troy  con- 
jures up  in  the  minds  such  a  myriad  of  stories, 
some  of  them  so  contradictory  that  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  choose  among  the  beautiful  array, 
the  most  consistent  and  the  one  richest  in 
attractive  nnsiHtie?.  In  tile  old  days  to  speak 
ill  of  Helen  was  to'be  cursed  by  the  gods  wtth 
some  most  desperate  affliction.  Then  we  ale 
told  one  Stesechorus,  for  venturing  to  ascribe 
to  her  the  suffering  of  Greeks' iand  Trojans  irf 
the  mimorable  siege,  was  smitten  with  blind"- 
ness,  and  only  recovered  his  sight  when  he 
had  written  a  Hbng  retraction  which  began, 
"Not  thie.is  that  tale;  nor  didst  thou  journey 
in  benched  ships,  or  come  to  towers  of  Troy." 
Even  Plato  hints  that  Helen's  blindness  was 
due  to  his  assailment  of  Helen.  Small  won- 
der then  that  so  fair  pictures  were  drawn  of 
her  by  the  poets  of  old-time  fame,  for  supposi- 
titiously  to  praise  her  were  to  win  the  favor  of 
the  gods  who  loved  her.  At  all  events  no  crther 
heroine  of  iegendf  ry  or  historical  romance  has 
been  described  as  so  alluringly  lovely,  or  so 
capable  of  inspiring  deathless  passion  in  the 
hearts  of  all  men  who  gazed  upon  her. 

.-lelen's  father  was  Zeus,  King  of  all  the 
gods  of  heaven,  and  Leda,  wife  of  the  King  of 
Sparta.  Her  brothers  were  Castor  and  Pollux 
and  her  sister  Clytemnestra,  all  three  famous  • 
personages  in  Grecian  mythology.  Aphrodite 
that  most  immoral  of  goddesses  was  blamed 
for  all  the  many  amours  of  Helen,  and  most 
of  the  old  Greeic  poets  gravely  assure  us  that 
Helen  was  merely  the  blarneless  instrument  it\ 
the  hands  of  the  mischief-loving  goddess. 

Plutarch  in  his  life  of  Theseus  gives  us 
an  account  of  Helen's  first  romance.  She  was 
transcendently  lovely  even  as  a  child.  "Like 
the  dawn  is  the  beauty  of  he^^ce;  like  the 
moon  in  the  heaven  of  night,  or  the  spring 
when  winter  is  ended,  or  like  a  cypress  in  the 
ihieadow.  so  is  Helen  among  spartan  maids." 
She  was  dancing  in  the  temple  of  Diana  when 
Theseus,  then  50  years  of  age,  having  come  to 
Sparta,  saw  her,  and  seizing  her  in  his  arms 
carried  h^  away,  with  him  to  give  her  in 
charge  to  his  moth<|6r  until  she  vfsn  old  enough 
to  wed. 

Men  in  arms  pursued  Theseus  and  Helen 
far  beyond  the  confines  of  the  sttite,  but 
Theseus  was  successful  in  evading  them  until 
lie  had  hJ^dden  the  giri  a>Mray.  Castor  and 
PoUUae  gtthering  an  army' together  inimedia- 
telirman^d'iipon.

Not  alcohol  itself  has  so  defied  analysis 
of  its  physical  and  mental  effects  as  the  weed 
whose  popularity,  following  the  discovery  of 
America,  ran  like  wildfire  around  the  globe. 
It  is  only  a  few  months  since  heart-specialists 
attending  a  congress  of  American  physicians 
and  surgeons  at  Washington  discussed  the 
likelihood  of  sudden  death  from  prolonged  and 
excessive  use  of  tobacco. 

Two  prominent  physicians  in  attendance 
upon  the  congress  declared  that  .excessive 
smoking  tends  to  cause  angina  pectoris,  which 
as  every  one  knows  is  a  grave  affection  of  the 
heart.  Others  of  equal  eminence  combated 
this  theory.  At  the  close  of  a  long  argument 
the  doctors  were  as  far  from  agreement  as  at 
til*  beginning.

while  only  4  per  cent  were  failures.  In  this 
respect,  Dr.  Meylan  thinks  there  is  a  distinct 
relation  between  smoking  and  scholarship. 

Of  the  same  set  of  students,  47  per  cent  of 
the  smokers  won  places  on  varsity  athletic 
teams,  while  only  37  per  cent  of  the  non- 
smokers  could  get  places.  It  was  discovered 
that  56  per  cent  of  all  the  varsity  athlete.s  at 
Columbia  are  smokers,  as  compared  with  5a 
per  cent  of  all  students.  The  percentage  of 
sniokers  on  the  various  teams  taken  into  con- 
sideration was: 

Baseball,  84;  soccer,  63;  swimming,  74; 
crew,  33;  hockey,  57;  lacrosse,  50;  basketball, 
17;  wrestling,  57;  gymnastics,  45;  fencing,  67 
per  cent  Of  the  ninety-six  men  on  the  teams, 
fifty-five  were  smokers.

SOME     SOUND     PRACTICAL     ADVICE 
FOR  YOUNG  MEN 

A  real  letter  to  a  real  young  man  |u$1;  enw 
tering  business  life  in  New  York  City,  and 
depressed  by  the  indifference  artd  aloofness 
of  the  busy  metropolis,  as  well  as  the  po6r 
prospectSs.  of  his  position,  fell  into  the  hands 
of  the  New  York  World,  which  printet^  it.  It 
was  written  by  the  youth's  uncle.  There  is 
so  much  practical  wisdom  in  it  that  it  may 
profitably  be  studied  by  young  men  and  wot; 
men  anywhere.     The  letter  reads: 

There  is  one  .thing  that  I  want  you  tp  be 
sure  to  do  when  you  get  started  in  your  ne-ff^ 
position,  and  this  is,  to  open  a  savings  bank 
account  immediately.  Of  course,  if  you  owe 
any  bills  or  any  borrowed  money— whieh  I 
hope  is  not  the  case — you  should  pay  them 
first ;  but,  immediately  afterward  you  should 
have  a  good  talk  with  yourself  on  the  subject 
of  saving  money.  Let  me  tell  you  what  my 
own  experience  has  been,  because  I  want  to 
help  you  by  putting  you  on  the  right  track. 
It  does  not  amount  to  anything  for  a  young 
man  to  say  to  himself  that  he  approves  sav- 
ing money,  and  that  whenever  he  has  five  or 
ten  dollars  to  spare  he  will  put  it  in  the  bank. 
His  intentions  may  be  good,  but  he  will^  never 
do  this.  It  is  not  human  nature  to  do  it, 
and  I  have  proved  it  in  my  own  experience. 

I  want  to  tell  you  how  I  did  save  money, 
and  the  only  way  in  which  it  can  be  done.  . 
When  I  was  younger  than  you  are  now,  and 
went  to  work,  there  was  a  mortgage  of  quite! 
a  number  of  hundred  dollars  on  my  fatther's 
place.  It  was  my  ambitipn  tQppay  it  off.  -j^he^ 
interest  amounted  to  a  certain  sum  per  year,, 
and  I  decided  to  try  to  pay  another  certain 
sum  on  the  principal.  Adding  this  sum  to  the 
interest,  and  ,dividing  the  total  by  fifty-rtwo, 
gave  the  a;mount  per  week  which  it  was  ne«; 
cessary  to  put  away.  Then  I  set  myself  to 
the  task  of  putting  this  sum  aside  every  week, 
no  matter  what  happened.  Once  in  a  while 
there  wotild  come  a  week  when  I  absolutely 
had  to  spend  what  money  I  had,  so  I  could 
pot  put  the  sum  for  the  mortgage  aside.  In 
this  case  I  would  write  the  amount  on  a  piece 
of  paper^  and  put  the  piece  of  paper ,  in  the 
box  Where  I  kept  the  money.  That  piece  of 
paper  had  to  be  redeemed ;  and  it  looked  me 
in  the  face  every  time  L opened  the  box,  utltil 
I  was  able  to  take  it  out  of  the  way  by  put* 
ting  money  in  its  place.  I  kept  this  up  for 
three  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the 
mortgage  was  paid  in  full. 

After  I;  was  married  and  had  household 
e}q)enses  of  my  own  to  pay,  I  modified  the 
plagt  a  littfe.  Naturally,  I  could  not  put  as 
much.mon^y  in  the  bank  ai  when  I  was  livinif 
by  myselffc  but  I  always  did  save  a  little.  In 
order  to  make  it  easy  to  pay  my  hotisehold 
expenses,  I  fixed  a  series  of  envelope*.  On 
the  outside  of  each  I  wrote  the  name  of  some 
fixed  charge,  I  do  not  now  recall  What  all  the 
n|tplliliHl|L,  but  I  know  one  was  "rent  and 
milk'',ra«L<S  one  was  "coal  and  ice."  The 
scheme  W»s  simple  enough.  I  found,  fiSr  ex^ 
ample,  that  my  rent  and  my  milk  biir  atn^unlir 
ed  to  so,  much.  Dividing  that  by  fifty-twO 
meantthat  so  much  per  week  should  j^  into 
that,  envelope.  It  was  the  same  way  with  my 
"Coal  and  ice"  envelope.  Thus,  you  Will  see, 
I  was  paying  my  coal  bill  all  summer  ahd  rfiy 
ice  bill  all  winter.

But  for  the 
insinuation  of  remorseless  fate, 
and  of  weak  human  nature  strug- 
gUng.  in  its  self-imposed  fetters, 
the  part  would  have  been  simply 
revolting,  and  as  such  would  have 
failed.

ful  in  the  slightest.     What  excessive  smoking 
does  is  to  slow  the  beating  of  the  heart,  and 
to  make  it  less  regular.    In  fact,  the  heart  of- 
ten drops  one  beat  in  four  or  five.. 

These  conditions,. be. it  noted,  all  have  ref- 
erence to  excesses  in  tobacco  use.  What  con- 
stitutes excess  is  for  each  man  to  decide  for 
himself.  If  orie  man's  meat  is  another  man's 
poison,  still  more  true  is  it  that  one  man's 
pipe  may  make  another  man  ill. 

One  may  find  excellent  arguments  on  both 
sides  of  the  tobacco  question.  Likewise  may 
be  found  illustrious  examples  among  both 
users  and  non-users.  Among  the  latter  are 
exPfesident  Roosevelt,  most  noted  clergymen, 
maiiy  college  presidents,  and  so  on  to  the  lim- 
its of  a  long  list. 

In  the  catalogue  of  users  will  be  found  the 
names  of  the  occupants  of  every  European 
throne  except  one.  Queen  Wilhelmina  of 
Holland,  it  is  said,  does  not  smoke.  This  ab- 
stinence is  not  necessarily  due  to  the  fact 
that  she  is  a  woman,  for  many  queens  have 
paid  tribtjte  to  Nicotin's  court.  A  Paris  to- 
bacconist who  was  sued  not  long  ago  for  ad- 
vertiising  himself  without  authority  as  a  pur- 
veyor of  cigarettes  to  ex-Queen  Margherita  of 
Italy,  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
that  he  supplied  her  majesty  regularly  with 
them.  And  not  only  did  he  provide  her  with 
the  materials  for  an  occasional  smoke,  but  he 
declared  that,  among  other  ladies  who  liked 
cigarettes  were  ex-Queen  Amelia,  of  Portu- 
m.  Queen  Maria  Christina  of  Spain,  the 
Qufteu  of  Rumania  and  the  Empress  of  Rus- 
sia. 

The  iate  King  Edward  VII  was  fond  of 
both  cigarR  and  cigarettes.  His  cigars  were 
Said  to  have  cost  at  least  a  dollar  apiece,  and 
MMSibly  eveii  more,  notwithstanding  that  they 
W«re  imfKnted  duty  free.  Both  his  cigars  and 
cigarettes  were  the  best  that  could  be  made. 

BmfMsror  William  of  Germany  smokes  en- 
ormoiis  cigarettes,  made  of  course,  specially 
for  him,  but  is  not  a  great  cigar  smoker.  He 
ft,  however,  immensely  fond  of  an  old-fash- 
ioned German— really  Dutch — pipe.  The 
%mff€Tor  of  Austria  prefers  the  Austrian 
maitttlactured  cigar.

The  late  Kirig  Carlos  of  Portugal  snioked 
frpm  ^orty  to  |»fty  »cigar&  a  day.  An  oecasionaP 
cigarette  was  all  he  wanted.  Pope  Pius  X 
is  the  first  Pope  known  to  smoke  a  Cigar,  or 
indeed  tobacco  in  any  form.  Previous  popes 
in  history  only  took  snuff.  The  Khedive  of 
Egypt  is  a  great  cigarette  smoker,  but  is  a 
poor  judge  of  tobacco,  and  consequently  is 
noted  for  the  wretched  quality  of  his  cigarettes 
which  are,  of  course,  imposed  upon  him  as  the 
best.  His  friends  dread  having  him  offer  them 
oqe. 

The  Czar  smokes  Russian  cigarettes,  of 
course,  with  the  cardboard  mouthpieces.  He 
sometimes  indulges  in  a  cigar,  a  very  dry  one 
for  choice.

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Through  the  United  States  February  Is 
ordinarily  the  month  when  the  earliest  nest-  ■ 
ers  among  the  wild  birds  lay  their  eggs.  These 
are  the  owls,  which,  in  north  and  south  alike, 
and  even  when  the  snow  lies  deep  in  the  for- 
ests of  the  boundary  states  and  the  lakes  are, 
locked  in  ice,  have  sought  a  home  in  a  hollow 
tree,  where  their  two  eggs  are  hiid.  ^ 

Before  the  eggs  have  hatched  into  the  two 
little  balls  of  down  which  are  owlets,  the  sea- 
son of  mating  among  the  other  birds  is  well 
under  way,  to  be  continued  without  abate- 
ment into  August. 

The  number  of  eggs  laid  by  wild  birds  in 
a    single   "clutch"    or    setting    varies    greatly, 
among  different  species.    The  largest  clutches 
are  those  of  the  quail,  which  often  covers  from 
twenty  to  thirty  eggs. 

At  the  other  extreme  are  the  auks,  pen- 
guins, petrels,  tropic  birds  and  the  like  which 
la  yonly  one  egg  apiece.  This  difference  in 
the  number  of  eggs  is  due^  to  differences  in  the 
difficulty  of  rearing  young.  Birds  that  lay 
only  one  or  two  eggs  have  few  enemies,  but 
quail,  grouse,  pheasants,  etc.,  have  many,  and 
larger  broods  must  be  reared. 

The  king  penguin,  a  large  antarctic  bird, 
protects  its  one  big  white  egg  from  harm  by 
carrying  it  somewhat  as  a  marsuptial  does  its 
young — in  a  pouch  formed  by  a  fold  of  the 
skin  of  the  belly  between;  the  thighs.  Both 
sexes  are  provided  with  this  contrivance  dur- 
ing the  breeding  season,  and  relieve  each  other 
of  the  burden  at  intervals. 

The  shape  of  eggs  is  in  many  instances  a 
wise  precaution  of  nature  for  their  protection. 
The  eggs  of  birds  that  lay  on  bare  rocks  or  in 
exposed  places  with  little  or  no  nest  are  al- 
most always  sharply  pointed  at  one  end,  with 
the  result  that  if  they  start  to  roll  they  will 
simply  turn  a  complete  and  small  circle,  com- 
inff  back  to  the  point  fronn  which  they  started. 
The  eggs  of  birds  that  make  their  nests  in 
hollows  in  the  ground  or  trees,  where  there  is 
no  danger  of  rolling  out,  are  more  nearly  ovals 
than  are  those  of  any  other  birds. 

The  coloring  and  markings  of  eggs  .are  also 
protective  precautions.  Those  eggs  that  are 
pure  white  are  usually  laid  by  birds  whose 
nests  are  well  protected  from  the  eges  of  ene- 
mies, as,  for  example,  the  eggs  of  the  wood- 
peckers and  owls,  which  build  in  holes  in 
trees.  The  highly  colored  eggs  are  laid  by 
birds  whose  nestS5>are  more  or  less  well  hid- 
den among  the  foliage  of  the  trees.  In  almost 
every  instance  eggs  laid  unprotected  on  the 
ground  are  marked  and  colored  to  resemble 
their  surroundings  so  closely  that  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  detect  them  even  when  looking  directi 
ly  at  them.  -      ' 

The  flicker  is  peculiar  in  that  she  can  be 
"bled"  of  her  eggs.  If  every  two  or  more  days 
all  the  eggs  but  one  or  two  are  taken  from 
her  nest,  she  will  continue  to  lay  until  she  has 
deposited  from  thirty  to  forty  eggs.  Toward 
the  last  these  will  diminish  in  size  until  the 
very  last  one  will  be  less  than  half  the  size  of 
her  typical  egg.  There  is  on  record  a  case 
where  one  of  these  birds  laid  seventy-one  eggs 
in  seventy-three  days. 

The   long   continued   laying  of   domestic 


fowU  is  a  result  of  similar  trcattnent.  If  left 
alone,  the  domestic  hen  would  lay  a..Utte.r  of 
from  ten  to  twenty  eggs  and  then  stop. 

The  egg  of  the  extinct  aepyornis  would 
hold  more  than  two  gallons,,  and  was  equal  to 
a  gross  of  ordinary  hen's  egs.  The  emu  lays 
the  largest  egg  of  any  bird  living. 

Were  one  to  spread  out  a  collection  of 
eggs  according  to  size,  grading  them  carefully 
from  the  least  tg  the  greatest,  it  would  be 
found  that  this  gradation  did  not  at  all  cor- 
respond to  a  similar  arrangement  of  the 
bodies  of  the  parent  birds.  In  other  words, 
birds  of  like  size  do  not,  in  every  instance,  lay 
eggs  of  the  same  dimension. 

The  raven  and  the  guillemot  are  of  about 
equal  bulk,  but  their  eggs  differ  as  one  to  ten, 
the  latter's  being  nearly  the  size  of  those  of 
an  eagle.  The  English  snipe  and  blackbird 
differ  little  in  weight,  but  the  former's  eggs 
are  as  large  as  those  of  a  partridge.  Still  more 
remarkable  are  the  ep^gs  of  the  Australian 
megapodes,  one  of  which  measures  three  and 
one-quarter  by  two  and  one-half  inches,  al- 
though the  bird  that  lays  it  is  about  the  size 
of  a  common  fowl.  • 

The  smallest  egg  relatively  to  ^e  siae  of 
the  bird  laying  it  is  that  of  the  European 
cuckoo.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  she 
puts  her  eggs  in  the  nests  of  other  birds  for 
them  to  incubate,  and  is  under  the  necessity  of 
carrying  the  egg  in  her  bill  to  the  nest  <A}^ 
future  foster-mother. 

Young  birds  are  hatched  in  three  stages 
of  development.  All  the  small  land  birds  and 
birds  of  prey  are  hatched  quite  naked,  but 
soon  assume  a  downy  covering,  which  is  re- 
placed by  feathers  before  they  leave"  the  nest. 
In  another  class  the  young  are  not  hatched  un- 
til the  second  stage  has  been  reached,  the 
downy  covering  being  obtained  before  the 
chick  leaves  the  shell.  In  this  division  are  the 
domestic  fowls,  sea-birds,  etc.  There  remains 
a  very  few  (the  mound  t^trkeys)  whose  young 
are  hatched  in  the  third  stage,  fully  flexed 
and  ready  to  fly.  It  is  well  they  should  be, 
for  in  some  species  no  old  ones  are  at  hand 
to  help  them,  parental  duty  ending  as  soon  as 
the  parents  have  made  a  mound  of  rotting 
vegetation  and  left  the  eggs  buried  therein  to 
be  hatched  by  chemical  heat. 

It  is  evident  that  when  a  young  bird  is 
required  to  retftain  inside  an  egg  until  it  has 
reached  an  advanced  stage  of  growth,  it  must 
be  provided  with  a  larger  chamber  and  with  a 
greater  amount  of  nourishment  for  its  pro- 
lonpfed  embryonic  sustenance,  and  this  implies 
an  incre^ised  drain  upon  the  physical  resources 
of  the  mother,  amounting  in  the  case  of  the 
kiwi  to  the  production  of  an  egg  nearly  a 
quarter  of  the  bird's  weight!.  It;  is  pls^  that 
few  such  eegs  can  be  produced  by  a  single 
mother-  Hence  we  find  that  in  every  case 
where  eggs  of  excessivly  disproportionate  bulk 
are  laid,  only  a  single  egg  is  deposited  at  one 
setting,  and  that,  as  a  rule,  lew  eggs  in  a 
brood  mean  relatively  large  ones. 

The  period  of  incubation  is  apparently 
closely  dependent  upon  the  size  of  the  egfg.  tt 
varies  from  ten  days  with  the  humming  bird 
to  more  than  forty  with  the  ostrich,  and,  it 
is  said,  about  fifty  with  the  emu.

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SPORT  IN  THE  AROBNTINE 

After  a  Hwelve  hours'  dusty  railway  jour- 
ney from  Buc^nos  Airc^  we  were  deposited 
rather  late  in  the  evening  at  a  wayside  station. 
Here*  heing  met  by  a  camp  cart  without  lights, 
we  (Started  upon  a  three-mile  drive,  mostly 
over  virgin  pampa,  to  our  destination.  We 
arrived  safely,  but  bruised,  before  the  door  of 
a  long,  low  estancia  house,  to  be  welcomed  by 
our  host  (the  estanciero)  with  kindly  hospi- 
tality and  cocktails.  As  a  stranger  in  a  strange 
land  there  were  naturally  many  questions  to_ 
be  asked,  chiefly,  be  it  confessed,  about  the 
shoot  which  was  to  take  place  on*  the  morrow. 
I  had  already  heard  sever'al  accounts  of  camp 
shoots,  and  was  uncertain  how  much  fiction 
had  been  absorbed  with  fact.  It  was,  how- 
ever, growing  late,  and  an  early  start  was  es- 
sential, so  my  host  advised  me  to  turn  in  aud 
see  for  myself  on  the  next  day  how  things 
were  done.  My  room  was  large  and  airy,  in* 
that  part  of  the  building  allotted  to  the  es- 
tancia^ staff.  Needless  to  say,  I  slept  like  a 
log  until  5  a.m.,  at  which  hour  some  of  the 
under-managers  came  and  pulled  me  out. 
These  light-hearted  young  Englishmen  had 
risen,  according  to  their  usual  custom,  at  day- 
break, and  had  already  played  a  couple  of 
chukkei-8  of  polo  to  work  off  their  superfluous 
energy.  On  this  estancia  the  working  day  all 
the  year  round  lasted  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

After  a  hearty  breakfast  our  party  of  ten 
guns  set  forth  for  the  scene  of  operations, 
which  was  distant  some  five  miles.  Some  of 
us  rode,  and  others  were  driving  in  camp 
carts — ^vehicles  constructed  with  good  springs 
and  large  wheels,  both  necessary  to  lessen  the 
bumps  when  travelling  ovci  the  pampa.^  At 
intervals  on  our  way  we  were  joined  by  "gau- 
chos,"  or  natives  of  the  cow-punching  type, 
looking  wild  and«picturesque.  with  their  quamt 
aaddles,  lassoes,  and  absurd  spurs.  An  or- 
ganized shoot  is  generally  a  gala  day  here, 
and  these  men  are  always  glad  to  turn  out  and 
give  a  hand.  Our  drive  across  the  flat  pampa, 
past  enormous  wire-fenced  paddocks,  all  look- 
ing much  the  same,  became  somewhat  weari- 
some. We  were  glad,  therefore,  to  reach  the 
shooting^  grounds,  a  series  of  paddocks,  some 
rich  with  alfalfa  knee  deep,  others  covered 
with  coarse  grass  or  low  scrub.  In  the  dis- 
tance were  two  or  three  "lagunas,"  or  small 
lakes,  the  haunt  of  innumerable  wildfowl. 

The  method  of  finding,  or  rather  of  sweep- 
ing, game  was  now  made  clear  to  me.  First 
a  lengt4i  of  fencing  wire  about  300  yards  long 
was  8*r<^tched  in  the  tint  we  were  to  fdllow.. 
This  wire  was  then  made  fast  to  the  "cinchas, 
or  girths,  of  three  horses  ridden  by  cowboys, 
one  horse  at  each  en<l  and  one  in  the  centre. 
After  drawing  for  places,  the  guns  took  up 
their  respective  positions  immediat^y  behind 
the  wire  and  about  thirty  yards  apart.  Behind 
each  gun  rode  one  or  two  cowboys  to  pick  up 
the  "SLtnt  and  ""pplv  cartridges.  Bringing  up 
the  rear  were  three  light  wagons  for  receiving 
the  bag  as  gathered.  The  whole  line  was  con- 
trolled bv  our  host  from  one  end  by  means  of 
whistle  and  signal,  starting,  wheeling,  or  halt- 
ing as  directed.  ,        . ,       r  .1 

The  wire  fencing  along  the  side  of  the 
paddock  which  fronted  us  was  now  cut  and 
removed,  and  on  the  signal  being  given  the 
whole  line  moved  forward,  the  horses  drag- 
ging the  line  of  wire  over  the  pampa.  Strict 
orders  were  passe  I  down  to  sho'Jt  only  in 
front,  and  on  no  account  to  fire  on  either  side 
or  behind,  and  the  guns  pulled  themselves  to- 
gether and  prepared  for  the  fun.  which  soon 
became  fast  and  furious.  First  one  hare  start- 
ed up,  then  another,  then  two  or  three  to- 
gether, appearing  and  disappearing  amongst 
the  alfalfa,  in  1  manner  which  made  shooting 
as  difficult  as  could  be  desired.  By  the  time 
we  were  halfway  across  the  paddock  there 
■w^rc  hares  dashing  about  in  front  in  all  direc- 
tions, and  a  halt  had  to  be  called  to  enable 


rapidity  of  the  wind,  giving  the  most  aporting 
of  shots.  A  great  many  were  put  out  of  this 
excetlent  cover;  sometimea.  indeed,  the  firing 
was'continuous  all  alohe  the  line  of  guns,  and 
the  weight  of  our  bag  had  increased  cons»der- 
ably„  by  the .  time  w*  had  swept  three  pad- 
docks. 

As  a  wind-up  we  approached  the  lagunas, 
with  the  intention  of  giving  the  wildfowl  there 
a  turn.     There  were  large  numbers  of  birds 
on   the   small   lakes,   chiefly   duck  of   various 
kinds.     As  they  are  by  no  means  tame,  it  is 
an  almost  impossible  tasjk  to  approach  them 
on    the    pampa,    where    no    cover    exists    for 
stalking,  and  where  one  can  see  as  far  as  the 
horizon.     After   consultation    it    was    agreed 
that  our  only  chance  was  for  some  of  us  to 
ride  and  some  to  drive  past  the  first  laguna  at 
a  slow  canter,  or  "galope,"  which  is  the  u.sual 
pace  in  this  country.    By  this  means  we  hoped 
to  get  a  couple  of  barrels  each  into  them;  be- 
cause the  birds  were  accustomed  to  constant- 
ly seeing  horsemen  and  wdgons  passing  over 
the  pampa  without  being  molested.     At  this 
pace,  then,  we  advanced.    My  place  was  in  a 
springy  camp  cart  with  two  other  men  and 
the  driver.     Our  guns  were  ready  across  our 
knees,  and  two  half-broken  horses  were  pull- 
ing us.    The  signal  to  fire  was  to  be  given  by 
the  leader  in  the  front  cart  raising  his  gun. 
We   rapidly    drew   near,   and   although    some 
duck  grew  suspicious  and  flew  off  on  our  ap- 
proach, we  were  rejoiced  to  see  that  the  great- 
er part  paid  but  little  attention  to  us,  proba- 
bly because  we  studiously  avoided  any  unusual 
signs  of  interest  in  their  direction     Soon  wc 
were  jolting  along  the  edge  of  the  lake  until 
the  nearest  flock  appeared  to  be  about  forty 
yards   distant.     Then,  as  we   saw   the   leader 
give  the  signal,  all  three  of  us  sprang  up  and 
emptied  our  guns  into  the  thick  of  them:    We 
heard  with  satisfaction  afterwards  that  twen- 
ty ducks  had  been  accounted  for.     After  that 
last  strategic  movement  on  our  part  all  the 
wildfowl  in  the  district  had  become  alarmed 
ayd  flown  off,  so  as  things  stood  it  was  pro- 
posed to  conclude  the  day  and  return  to  our 
headquarters  at  the  estancia  house.    We  made 
a  most  imposing  cortege  on  arriving,  everyone 
being  in  the  best  of  spirits  after  such  a  day  of 
ideal  weather  and  good  sport.    Our  bag  came 
to  408  hares,  262  partridges   (tinamous),   125 
marineta.  and  21  ducks,  or  816  head — a  very 
respectable  total  for  any  part  of  the  world. 

W^hilst  waiting  for  dinner,  some  of  the  men 
showed  be  how  to  use  the  "boleadoras."  or 
three  heavy  stone  balls  attache<l  to  the  ends 
of  three  raw-hide .  thongs,  the  thongs  being 
joined  together  at  their  other  extremities. 
W^hilst  riding  they  hold  one  ball  and.  swing- 
ing the  others  round  their  head,  can  nearly  al- 
ways bring  down  ostrich  or  cattle  by  casting 
at  their  legs;  whichever  part  strikes,  the  re-- 
mainder  rapidly  coils  around  and  so  throws 
the  victim.  I  essayed*  cast  with  one  of  them, 
but,  not  having  sufficient  education  in  the  art, 
I  let  go  at  the  wrong  moment,  and  was  nearly 
cut  oiff  in  the  flower  of  my  youth  by  the  thong 
twisting  round  my  throat  and  throttling  me. 

We   returned   to   Buenos   Aires  next   day, 
having  learnt  much  that  W'as  new  to  us  in  4he 
art  of  shooting. — Robert  A  S.  Waters,  in  Field.

It  is  not  in  the  hope  of 
materially  affecting  the  final  result  that  I  am 
led  to  write  doWn  certain  premises  and  con- 
clusions. The  deadly  apathy  of  the  great  ma- 
jority of  Americans  is  so  alltpervading  and  im- 
penetrable that  no  power  on  earth  seems  like- 
ly ever  to  arouse  our  people  to  the  activity

Not  only 
are  the  state  game  tawsja  general  verj^good, 
but  they  are  also,  is  a  rtdv,  reasonably  well  en- 
forced, considering  all  ;tlie  difficulties  and 
drawbacks  in  such  w^rk.  And  it  isrigh't  here 
that  the  situation-'gall^  us. 

If  it  were  a  case  of  a  few  plague  spots  only 
we  could  go  on  attacking  them  until  sill  are 
cleaned  up.  But  the  alarming  thing  is  that  our 
wild  life  generally  is  steadily  fading  away 
from  us,  in  spite  of  laws  and  wardens!  Of 
course,  there  are  a  few  local  exceptions,  but  I 
cannot  pause  to  enumerate  them  here. 

The  troubles  arc  these: 

There  are  fifty  times  too  many  gunners 
who  shoot  according  to  law. 

The-  legal  bag  limits  are  far  too  high,  espe-

"If  a  wife  answers  her  husband,  it  is  called 
nagging";  if  a  husband  answers  his  wife,- it 

called   "advice." 

It  is  with  great  diffidence  that  this  dictum 
is  contested. 

But  is  it  true? 

Does  nagging — an  abominable  word  for 
an  abominablfe  thing — consist  in  answering 
back?  If  so,  we  ought  surely  to  call  a  rude 
servant's  rude  retorts  by  an  ugly  name.  But 
though  we  talk  of  a  nagging  mistress,  who 
ever  heard  of  a  nagging  maid? 

The  word,  in  fact,  is  commonly  used  for 
something  quite  different  from  answers,  how- 
ever surly,  however  rude.  It  belongs  to  the 
tiresome  admonitions  of  those  who  have,  or 
pretend  to  have  some  sort  of  superiority.  « 

Take  another  example:  A  teacher  may  be 
called  nagging,  but  you  never  heard  of  nag- 
ging scholars.  So  the  definition  seems  linil- 
luminating.  Not  by  any  means  are  nagging 
husbands  unknown.  Probably  impartial  jus- 
tice would  find  it  as  much  a  masculine  as  a 
feminine  sin.  But  the  essence  of  it,  the  most 
irritating  part  of  its  nasty  flavor  is  the  af- ' 
fectation  of  superiority. 

Do  you  protest  ? 

It  is  indeed  very  likely  that  the  nagger 
may  pretend  to  be  an  ill-used,  outraged,  down- 
trodden creature.  But  that  is  in  itself  a  pre- 
tence of  superiority.  The  members  of  the 
whole  army  of  martyrs  are  necessarily  of  a 
higher  importance  than  the  children  of  this 
world.  While  the  husband  complains  that  his 
wishes  are  never  attended  to,  he  insinuates 
that  he  is  such  a  valuable  soul,  th^t  you  ought 
to  leap  to  anticipate  his  unspoken  thought. 
While  she  weeps  for  her  ignominy  as  a  wo- 
man who  has  none  of  the  pomp  and  circum- 
stance lavished  by  other  husbands  upon  their 
wives,  she  gives  you  to  understand  that  she 
is  ;more  than  worthy  of  all  that  adorns  the 
most  magnificent  of  them,  and  her  husband 
something  lower  than  the  beasts  not  to  be 
able  to  endow  her  equally. 

It  is  not  pretended  that  these  are  the  only 
styles  of  the  great  art  of  nagging.  Most 
popular  and  most  powerful  of  all  is  the  moral 
style. 

In  the  matter  of  matrimony  someone  or 
othfr  has  said  .that  to  marry  a  wife  is  to  re- 
form the  Recording  Angel. 

As  a  general  truth  this  is  inferior;  bdt 
there  are  wives  who  conceive  themselves  with 
a  misision  to  act  as  a  sort  of  Recording  Angel's 
gazette,  publishyig  his  reflections  on  the 
world  at  large,  and  a  husband  in  particular. 
There  are  also  husbands  engaged  in  the  same 
occupation.  This  form  of  nagging,  the  en- 
numeration  of  all  your  sins,  of  omission  and 
cbmmission,  flavored  with  some  gloomy  fore- 
bodings of  the  future,  has  caused  more  pain 
than  most  diseases.  To  expiate  upon  its  in- 
iquity would  be  humorless  business. 

One  of  the  most  disastrous  of  qualities, 
both  to  yourself  and  others,  is  this  memory 
for  other  people's  sins.  Your  true  expert  in 
nagging  of  course  regards  it  as  a  sign  of  vir- 
tue. A  perfect  appreciation  of  the  sins  of  the 
reat  of  the  world  proves  you,  they  would  ar- 
jfite,  a  saint.  This  temper  is  seen  to  perfec- 
tion in  the  classic  instance  of  the  brutality 
of  nagging — ^Thackeray's  Mrs,  MacKenzie,  the 
"old  campaigner"  who  tortured  Colonel  New- 
combe,  she  is  worth  study.  Her  most  hideous 
.ellbrts  beldng  to  the  time  when  she  had  been 
injured,  when  she  had  something  to  revenge ; 
but  you  will  observe  that  the  nagging  spirit, 
the  dtaire  to  nag  fdt  its  own  sake,  is  obvious 
in  thbsc  early  days  when  she  is  merely  an 
aniHible  parasite,  a  respectable  adventurcsss 
with  nothing  to  lose. 

Even  then  she  could  not  leave  any  human 
creature  alone,  she  must  always  be  arch,  she 
muat  always  be  chalfing,  and  hunting  at  their 
•tcrets,  their  opiniohs,  their  tastes— always, 
as  it  were,  putting  people  through  a  sort  of 
pt^Uc  ilkquisition.  This  is  called  bright  and 
mkW.    But— it  is  tlso  a  sense  of  nagging.

always  had  a  rooted  objection  to  this  particu- 
lar name.  It  is  nothing  but  a  label  designed 
to  make  us  feel  old  and  to  suggest  insidiously 
that  our  figures  have  gone  to  pieces.  It  also 
has  a  prehistoric  flavor  belonging  to  the  period 
when  everybody  over  thirty  wore  a  bonnet  out 
of  doors,  a  cap  in  the  house,  and  a  black  silk 
gown  as  a  sign  of  respectability,  and  those  who 
did  not  thus'  conform  were  generally  consid- 
ered  "fast!" 

Will  any  broad-minded  person  point  to  the 
middle-aged    womanj,    even    the    mother   of   a 
large  family,  who  considers  that  she  owes  it  to 
her  race  to  wear  a  definite  type  of  uniform 
which  will  signify  to  the  observer  that  she  has 
committed  the  misdemeanor  of  being  no  long- 
er young?     If  there  any  cogent  reasonw'hy 
ladies  of  over  forty-five   summers  should  be 
condemned  to  black  serge,  or  a  sombre  grey, 
for  a  coat  and  skirt,  and  why  they  should  go 
out  to  dinner  invariably  garbed  in  black  vel- 
vet or  black  satin?     Far  from  admitting  for 
one    moment   that    all    the    young    beautiful 
things  are  to  belong  to  the  young,  I   would 
have  exactly  the  opposite  take  place  ;  for  while 
a  girl  or  a  young  woman  has  all  the  charm  of 
complexion  and  her  slight  figure  to  make  the 
task   of    dressing   easy,  we  ■  in    the    more   sere, 
and   yellow   leaf   have   every   right   to   expect 
that  we  shall  be  assisted -by- all  the  materials 
and  colorings  available  in  the  dress  world. 

There  are  certain  evils  which  seem  to  have

The  school 
doctor  states  that  at  his  second  visit 
three  weeks  after  the  inception  of  the 
class  in  many  cases  he  felt  momentarily 
doubtful  whettier  the  children  were  the 
individuals  he  had  originally  ■elz-'-.ted.

TOLSTOY'S    FA'M^LY 


Quarreling      Bitterly     Over     Yasnaya 
Polyene  Estate  and  Un- 
published M88. 
ST.    PETERSBURG,    Feb.      25.— The 
Russian      newspapers     publish      daily 
columns  concerning  the  quarrel  in  the 
Tolstoi    family    both   as    to    the   future 
of  the  Yasnaya  Poiyana  estate  and  as 
to    the    right   of   property    in    the    un- 
published MSS. 

The  controversy  on  the  latter  sub- 
ject between  the  Countess  Tolstoi 
and  her  daughter,  the  Countess  Alex- 
andra, has  developed  into  a  national 
scandal.  Both  the  principals  and 
their  champion^,  as  well  aa  legal  ex- 
perts, flood  the  newspapers  with  facts 
and  comments. 

The  main  cause  of  quarrel  is  the 
distinction  between  copyright  in  the 
compositions  and  the  property  right  in 
the  manuscript.  According  to  Count 
Tolstoi's  will  his  daughter  Alexandra 
owns  the  copyright  of  all  the  later 
!  works,  as  well  ad  the  manuscripts. 
!  The  Countess  Tolstoi  has  not  disputed 
the  will,  and  says  that  she  has  handed 
over  to  her  daughter  all  the  manus- 
cripts found  at  Yasana  Pdlyana  after 
the    count's    death. 

During  Tolstoi's  lifetime,  however, 
the  counters  deposited  for  keeping  In 
the  Tolstoi  room  of  the  Moscow  His- 
torical museum  a  number  of  unpub- 
lished manuscripts.  Th*.  countese  ad- 
mits that  the  copyright  In  these  un- 
published works  belongs  under  the 
will  to  her  daughter,  but  she  claims 
that  the  actual  manuscripts  were  a 
gift  from  Tolstoi  himself  to  herself; 
and  therefore  refuses  to  give  them  up. 
The  Countess  Alexandra,  on  the  ocn- 
trary,  claims  both  the  copyright  and 
the   actual  manuscripts.

The  Counteee 
Alexandra's  lawyers  have  sent  a  no- 
tarial warning  to  the  printers  to  ceaee 
work  on  the  edition. 

The  works  which  are  the  ewjeot 
of  dispute  are  not  of  very  great  Im- 
poriance.  The  unpublished  writings 
above  mentioned  as  haiiJuT  over  to  the 
Counters  Alexandra  comprise  several 
short  compositions,  and  a  long  play 
enUtled  "A  Light  Shlnln*  in  Dark- 
ness." The  latter  Is  unttrv^shed.  The 
countees  has  at  present  in  her  pos- 
r-tsslon  some  chapters  of  ToWtol's 
projected  novel  on  the  "times  of  Peter 
the  Great;  the  second  part  of  bis 
"Cossacks."  and  a  copy  of  his  comedy 
"The  Nihilist,  or  the  Infected  Family." 
The  last  manuscript  Is  a  copy  from  a 
disappeared  origin  In  ToWtol's  hand. 

In  the  Historical  museum  lie  part 
of  Tolstoi's  "Harji  Murat."  and  his 
diary  up  to  1900,  his  later  diary  being 
in  the  hands  of  M.  Tchertkolf.  Of 
equal  importance  are  six  volumes  of 
Recollections  of  her  husband  by  the 
Countess  Tolstoi.  These  go  down  to 
1894.  The  countesrf  complains  that 
she  is  not  allowed  to  touch  them  or 
bring  them  up  to  date.  "The  Nihilist" 
Is  a  comedy  which  Tolstoi  once  tried 
to  get  put  on  the  stage  through  the 
instrumentality  of  Ostrovsky:  but  the 
latter  declared  that  It  waa  unworthy 
of  Tolstoi's  pen,  and  Tolstoi  later 
seems  to  have  rtuured  that  view.
